WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) 
—President Eis¢nhower gave 
an implied warning today that 
he would be inclined to veto any 
postal pay rise averaging more 
than 7% per cent. 

The .President said he was 
concerned “not only because of 
the fiscal impact” of bigger in- 
creases for 500,000 post office 
employes, but also because of 
the precedent it would set for 
another bill affecting 1,000,000 
civil service workers. 

The House is due to vote 
Monday on a bill giving the 
postal employes a minimum in- 
crease of 6 per cent. Because 
of various job reclassifieations 
also provided in the measure 
the increase would average out 
to about 7% per tent, and 
would add $150,000,000 to the 
payroll. 

10 Per Cent Bill. 

The Senate Post Office Com- 
mittee has approved a 10 per 
cent increase and there is con- 
siderable sentiment in the House 
to match that figure.

It is in fact, the underlying 
drama of the fate of Britain 
which breaks through at many 
points of the Yalta papers to 
give fresh meaning to many 
events of the past decade and 
to throw new light on the ques- 
tion of how the world got where 
it is today. 


F.D.R.’s Dim View of Britain. 


In essence, in February, 1945, 
President Roosevelt appeared to 
regard the British Empire as a 
crumbling force in world af- 
fairs and to accept that fact 
with resignation if not positive 
satisfaction. 

Stalin unquestionably stood to 
profit by the falling away of 
British power in key spots like 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

Roosevelt—possibly motivated 
by a desire to expand the area 
of political freedom in colonial 
regions—seems to have been 
able to discuss the problems of 
such places as Burma and Indo- 
china more agreeably with Stalin 
than with Churchill. 

The story of Yalta is not com- 
plete except in the setting of its 
time and history, and the year 
following is especially signifi- 
cant in this respect. 

From the death of Roosevelt 
in April 1945 through the early

New Policy Evolved. 

In the early months of 1946 
Un&ted States foreign policy 
revolutionized. In the light of 
what is now known about what 
has happened at Yalta it was a 
sensational revolution for the 
insiders who understood the 
whole story. 

Perhaps the most significant 
single development was the sud- 
den awareness by the United 
States Government that the 
British Empire was a political 
system which provided a basis 
for defensive action against 
Communist expansion. 

The State Department, com- 
pletely abandoning the Ameri- 
can attitude displayed by Roose- 
velt at Yalta, decided that the 
preservation of the empire was 
important to American inter- 
ests in the world. The balance 
of power in the postwar world 
shifted into the hands of an 
American - British association, 
and the basis of the later North 
Atlantic Alliance began to de- 
velop. The United States short- 
ly made a British loan of $3,- 
750,000,000. 

Also in the spring of 1946 
Byrnes was greatly impressed 
with a dispatch from diplomat 
George F. Kennan in Moscow 
which supplied a guide-map of 
Russian behavior. Kennan de- 
clared that the Soviets would 
push into any area of weakness 
but that they could be contained 
by the development of strength 
4n the non-Soviet world. 

Churchill’s Fulton Speech. 

In March at Fulton, Mo., 
Winston Churchill delivered the 
famous speech in which he char- 
acterized the barriers erected by 
the Kremlin around the borders 
of the growing Communist em- 


dent Truman asked the United 
States for funds to strengthen 
Greece and Turkey against vari- 
ous forms of Communist pres- 
sure. It appeared that Russia 
was trying to close in with a 
gigantic political-military pin- 
cers on the Dardanelles and 
establish itself as a power in 
the Mediterranean. 

The basic policy developed by 
the United States in the first 
months of 1946 add up to a turn- 
ing point in America’s postwar 
history. This veered from the 
line of co-operation with Russia 
which Roosevelt developed at 
Yalta in February 1945 to the 
stalemate between Soviet and 
free world power, essentially 
Anglo-American power, which 
President Eisenhower has recog- 
nized as the true state of affairs 
in the world today. 

Controversy Contindes. 

Meanwhile, the controversy 
over the concessions granted the 
Russians by Roosevelt‘ and 
Churchill at Yalta, and whether 
they were necessary to get Rus- 
sia into the war against Japan, 
continued. 
The reasons for the United 
States wanting Russia in the war 
were stated in the official Yalta 
record in a memorandum from 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff dated 
Jan. 3, 1945. 

This memorandum, signed by 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, and directed to

Govorov’s coffin will be placed 
in the Hall of Columns of the 
Trade Union house for a public 
farewell on March 21. 

Govorov was noted primarily 
as an artillery expert. His guns 
shattered the Finnish Manner- 
heim line in the Russian-Finnish 
i) war of 1940. Again, in 1944, it 
was Marshal Govorov who led 
} the Soviet Union against the 
| Finns after they joined the Ger- 

mans in World War II. 

After that he was promoted to 
the rank of marshal. 

He was credited with a major 

| role in the recapture of Mojaisk, 

la town near Moscow, in 1943 
| when the numerical superiority 
l of the Russian forces began to 
turn the tide of war against 
Hitler.

LONDON, March 19 (AP)— 
Owen Cunningham was browsing

The inscription said it was 
fashioned in 1697. 

“In 1697, me eye,” Cunning- 
ham declared. “I made it myself

“I used to put on scratchings 
and hammerings with a. blunt 
iron punch on the maker’s mark 
and shake it in a kit bag of 
stones and nails, then give it a 
deposit with nitric and sulphuric 
acid and olive oil,” he said. 


A museum spokesman said, 
“Telling pewter is always diffi- 
cult. The tankard was in a col- 
lection left to us in 1945. If 
Cunningham insists on his claim, 
we shall probably remove the 
tankard.”

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US. TO GVE ASYLUM 
10-20 SOVIET SEAMEN 


Sailors Were on Tanker 
Seized by Nationalist 
Chinese. 


WASHINGTON, March 19 
(AP)—Twenty Russian seamen 
who chose a new life in the 
United States rather than re- 
turn to their homeland will be 
given asylum in this country. 


At the urging of Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, it was 
learned, Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell’ has agreed to 
waive a legal bar and admit the 
men with the understanding 
that the length of their stay 
depends on their good behavior. 

The seamen make up nearly 
half the crew of the Russian 
tanker Tuapse, which was cap- 
tured last June 23 by Nationalist 
Chinese destroyers when it was 
en route tu. Red China. 

Russia, which has demanded 
return of the tanker and its en- 
tire 48-man .crew, is expected 
to file a sharp protest. - 

State Department sources 
said they believed the Tuapse 
and the 28 seamen who chose to 
stay with it will be returned to 
Russia in a few weeks, The ship 
and its crew have remained in 
Nationalist Chinese custody 
since its capture. 

To admit the defecting Rus- 
sian seamen, Brownell had to 
waive a McCarran-Walter im- 
migration provision which bars 
entry of Communists into this 
country. He has authority to do 
that where he considers it in 
the national interest.

NEW YORK, March 19—The 
military and political situation 
4n North Africa right now is 


causing nearly as much concern | 


to United States strategists as 
what is taking place in the For- 
mosa Straits area. 

North Africa is important to 
the West for its potential man- 
power and raw materials, as well 
as for its air bases within easy 
striking distance of all parts of 
Europe and the Baku oil fields 
of Russia. The current trend of 
events there is far from encour- 
aging; a major eruption this year 
is regarded as a possibility. 

‘Terror and violence against 
Europeans and French sympa- 
thizers among the native popula- 
tion again is mounting in French 
Morocco, Tunis and Algeria. So 
are Communist efforts to broad- 
en the struggle by forming a 
united front of all. dissident ele- 
ments. 

The French government's cur- 
rent official policy seems unwit- 
tingly to be playing into the 
hands of the Communists and to 
be leading to a‘situation akin 
to the one in Indochina. 

France recently has been 
cracking down on such. Nation- 
alist groups as the “Movement 
for the Triumph of Democratic 
Liberties,” the largest native po- 
litical party in Algeria, for ex- 
ample, while allowing the Al- 
gerian Communist party to go 
unmolested. 

Unions Barred. 

Moroccan trade unions are 
being barred as potential incu- 
bators of nationalism, although 
the French Communist-con- 
trolled General Confederation of 
Labor operates openly, particu- 
larly among such important 
groups as civil servants. The

Repercussions in France, 
Germany and Britain 
Are Feared— U.S. Poli- 


fical Result Is in Doubt.

WASHINGTON, March 19. 


HILE it is still too early to ap- 
W praise the ultimate damage, 
there is already ample evidence 
that release of the Yalta documents 
at this particular moment was a bad 
blunder. Whether it was more than 


that the days just ahead will tell. 

After Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles had denied they would be given 
out, the Yalta papers were precipitously 
released. At the ffme of Dulles’s denial, 
they had already been leaked with the 
sanction of the State Department to the 
New York Times. Dulles apparently 
wanted to get them out, but he did not 
want to accept responsibility for that act, 
Thus the manner in which the documents 
were published compounded the harm done 
by bringing them out at this particular 
moment. 

The papers were made public on the 
eve of the most delicate phase of German 
ratification of the Western Eyropean 
Agreement. In France publication of the 
secret documents at this point can have 
only an adverse effect. 

* * 

AS FOR DOMESTIC POLITICS, the sit- 
uation is little changed. The Republicans 
say the official papers prove everything 


. they have been charging against the Demo- 


crats since Yalta first became a curse word. 
The Democrats reply that they are glad 
the myth has been dispelled by facts which 
show that there was nothing sinister in 
the negotiations and that Alger Hiss was 
only a minor participant. In politics, as 
the old saying goes, “you pays your money 
and you takes your choice.” 

But the repercussions abroad, on our 
friends and on our foes who have become 
our friends, cannot be minimized. At a 
critical moment when diplomatic negoti- 
ation and the prospect of a big power 
meeting are the slender hope of easing 
tensions threatening another shooting war, 
the United States releases the text of se- 
cret talks over the firm protest of Sir 
Winston Churchill, the only one of the 
three leaders who took part in that con- 
ference still living. In the view of many 
Europeans with whom this reporter has 
talked that may be the most serious dam- 
age done—the impairment of confidence in 
private discussion at a moment of perilous 
uncertainty. 


“You say that domestic considera- 
tions dictated publication at this time,” 
one of these Europeans remarked. “But 
surely considerations of foreign policy 
clearly indicated that the papers be with- 
held for some time longer. Then what 
you are saying, which is true more and 
more often, is that the domestic takes 
precedence over the foreign and I am 
greatly afraid that that is how your 
friends in Europe will interpret this 
act.” 


While the accords have moved through 
the upper chamber in Bonn with greater 
ease than had been expected, there are 
still many steps to be taken before rearm- 
ament and the consequences in Germany 
can be serious. A review of the published 
documents shows that much of the materi- 
al was already known to the Germans. It 
was known for example that the Treasury 
had put forward a plan to reduce con- 
quered Germany to an agricultural status. 
The Germans have also known that the 
Big Three at Teheran discussed the exe- 
cution of 49,000 German officers and men 
as soon as the war should end. 

But they did not know until publication 
of the Yalta documents that President 
Roosevelt at Yalta in a “bloodthirsty” 
mood had again raised the question of the 
execution, upping it from 49,000 to 50,000. 
Communist senders in Eastern Europe 
have been beaming this into Germany ever 
since the text was available. Nor did the 
Germans know that the Big Three at Yalta 
had in effect agreed that no step should 
ever be taken to re-arm Germany because 
this would lead to a third world war. 

That is disclosed at the moment when 
West Germany and France, after four 
years of persuasion and prodding, are on 
the point of taking the/’final plunge to re- 
arm within the framework of the North 
Atlantic Alliance. 

If Germany delays, the Council of the 
Republic, the upper chamber of the French 
Parliament, will have a welcome excuse to 
postpone what it is not eager to do in any 
event. That is to approve the accords 
which have already been ratified in the 
Assembly. Time is running out in France, 
with the Easter recess coming up and then 
an election just over the horizon. 

Released under the pressure of great 
haste, a last-minute effort had been

rattling once again. The charge is of a 
needless “deal” to bring Russia into the 
war against Japan, motivated by pro- 
Communists, such as Alger Hiss, in the 
State Department and the Treasury. 

* * * 

THE ONE AMERICAN present at Yalta 
still in active political life is Gov. Averell 
Harriman of New York, and his record 
with respect to the Soviet Union and Yalta 
is both interesting and significant. It 
shoud be added that two other members 
of the delegation, Charles E. Bohlen and 
H. Freeman Matthews, are career diplo- 
mats who today hold ambassadorial posts, 
Bohlen in Moscow and Matthews in The 
Netherlands. 

At the time of Yalta Harriman was 
American Ambassador to the Soviet 
Union. His dispatches included in the 
published papers confirm what has long 
been known—that he was one of the 
first responsible officials in the West to 
appreciate that the: wartime alliance 
with Russia was a transitory phase and 
that the Russian masters in the Kremlin 
meant to resume the old imperialist push 
for world domination by any means. 

But:sone point involving Harriman, in 
the Yalta narrative, has been seized upon 
to show that the “deal” to bring Moscow 
into the Japanese war was needless. In a 
dispatch to the Secretary of State on Oct. 
10, 1944, included in the documents, Har- 
riman reported that Stalin agreed that at 
an appropriate time Russia would enter 
the Pacific conflict. Nothing was said in 
the dispatches about any Conditions or 
concessions which the Soviet dictator 
might want to impose as a price for this 
action. If that was true in October of 
1944, the critics are demanding, why did 
Roosevelt in February of 1945 agree to 


cede to Russia such extensive rights in 


China? And without the prior consent of 
Chiang Kai-shek! 

This reporter has talked with Gov. 
Harriman at some length about that dis- 
crepancy. He says that he had known as 
early as the end of 1942 that Stalin would 
come into the Japanese war. But he was 


always certain that this would be only 


in return for certain political concessions. 
As Harriman saw it, once victory in Europe 
was assured, Soviet Russia had the mili- 
tary power, thanks in part to American 
lend-lease, to move into the Far East and 
take large chunks of territory. They might, 
for example, have moved into Manchuria 
and have set up a “Manchurian Peoples 
Republic” as a totally dependent satellite 
of Moscow. 

In the light of this power, in the Har- 
riman view, what the critics consider 
needless “concessions” at Yalta were 
more nearly limitations on the capacity 
of the Soviets at that time. 

Much of his own story from his own 
perspective Harriman put into the record 
of a congressional committee in August of 
1951, and this was subsequently published 
in the Congressional Record. That tells 
nearly as much as is disclosed in the offi- 
cial documents. It contains the Jan. 23, 
1945, memorandum of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, setting a timetable for pushing the 
war against Japan, following the re- 
deployment of American armies in Europe 
to the Pacific. 

This puts the timing of the invasion of 
the Japanese home islands of Kyushu and 
Honshu in the winter of 1945-46. At that 
time, according to Harriman, there were 
discussions of American casualties that 
might run as high as 1,000,000 and could 
hardly be less than a half million. These 
military considerations were predominant 
in Roosevelt’s mind at Yalta, Harriman 
says. : 

* * * 

IN THE LONG DEBATE over the Yalta 
“sellout,” stirred again by official publi- 
cation, of the documents, Harriman’s 
statement in 1351 is a comparatively real- 


istic corrective to the Republican charges. | 


After reciting many of the background 
facts, Harriman said in conclusion: 
“Some people claim that we sold out 


to the Soviet Union at Yalta. If this 
were true, it is difficult te understand 
why the Soviet Union has gone to such 
lengths te violate the Yalta understand- 
ings. The fact is that these violations 
have been the basis of our protests 
against Soviet actions since the end of 
the war. There would have been a sell- 
out if Reosevelt and Churchill had failed 
te bend every effort to come to an un- 
derstanding with the Soviet Union and 
had permitted the Red Army to occupy 
vast areas without attempting to protect 
the interests of people in those areas. 
“Only by keeping our military forces in 
being after Germany and Japan surren- 
dered could we have attempted to compel 
the Soviet Union to withdraw from the 
territory which it controlled and to live 
up to its commitments. The people of the 
United States and the war-weary people 
of Europe were in no mood to support 
such an undertaking. This country cer- 
tainly erred in its rapid demobilization in 
1945, but this is an error for which the 
entire American people must share the 
responsibility. I cannot believe that any- 
one seriously thinks that the move to bring 
the boys home could have been stopped. 
I still recall my grave concern at the cold 
reception the Congress gave to President 
Truman’s recommendation for universal 
military training in the fall of 1945.” 


In its broad aspects the Harriman 
view is shared by the British... They 
recognized the realities of power such 
as the occupation of Poland by Russian 
armies. Yet recognizing the- realities, 
Churchill nevertheless comes off much 
better in the documents than does 
Roosevelt. 

The Prime Minister’s reference in the 
House of Commons to “serious mistakes” 
in the official American version was not 
related to any fear of “exposure” of the 
Prime Minister's role. It was, rather, the 
concern of a statesman still occupying one 
of the three or four key positions in the 
world, over publication of his remarks at 
a secret meeting. Churchill in the end 
reluctantly gave his consent, because as 
in all other things the Conservative Gov- 


ernment has subordinated every question | 
of policy to the No. 1 priority of getting | 


along with the United States. 

Whether the British official version of 
Yalta when it is published will add to the 
story is doubtful. Churchill in the House 
of Commons did not deny that he had said 
specific things about the Poles that he 
might not have cared to say in public. 
And certainly whatever the British publish 
will make no difference in the quarrel in 
this country over the Yalta skeleton. 


Tragic and terrible mistakes were made 
by those who determined the strategy for 
ending the war and bringing peace. No 
one knows that better than Churchill, who 
tells in the sixth and final volume of his 
narrative of the great struggle how he 
sought to persuade American policy- 
makers of the necessity of sending an 
Allied force into Eastern Europe to make 
sure the Allies would occupy Vienna and 
Prague in advance of the Russians. 
Churchill failed, and there have been 
charges that, as at Yalta, pro-Communist 
advisers were responsible for American 
insistence on holding back. 

How much more political mileage there 
is in Yalta and the decisions relating to 
it is anyone’s guess. But already one can 
hear the campaign orators of '56 quoting 
for their own purposes from these official 
documents. This will be used particularly 
in congressional districts where Polish- 
Americans are sensitive to the charge that 
their motherland was sold out to Russia, 
the oppressor and hated enemy for cen- 
turies. 

Likewise with the international reper- 
cussions, no one can tell the extent of this 
sudden move. The worst fears of those 
who are dismayed by the sudden action of 
the State Department may not be realized. 
Some Europeans are quite philosophic 
about the disclosures of the Yalta docu- 
ments. They say that it is a momentary 
tempest in an old and slightly cracked 
teapot. But the damaging fact is that 
Secretary Dulles has once again shaken 
the confidence of America’s allies. And 
he has put a propaganda stick in the hands 
of America’s enemies.

Agreements Made at Yalta 
Analyzed—Restraint Was 
Put on Russian Ambitions 


Later, However, Soviets Saw Opportunity in Power

week of the record of the Yalta Conference does not bear this out. 


Indeed, a good argument can be made 
now that the Yalta agreement, and the 
Sino-Soviet Treaty that came out of it, 
were to China’s advantage. It is quite 
possible that China would have been com- 
munized earlier than it was except for 
this agreement.

THE PRINCIPAL OBJECTIONS, in the 
light of hindsight, that are found in the 
Yalta agreement are: 

1. That getting the Russians to par- 
ticipate in the war against Japan caused 
the loss of China to the Communists; 

2. That President Roosevelt made un- 
necessary concessions to get the Rus- 
sians to enter the war against Japan; 

3. That this was a compounded error 
because aerial bombardment and naval 
blockade would have finished the war; 

4. (By apologists for Roosevelt) That 
the Army and General George C. Mar- 
shall, the Chief of Staff of the Army, 
forced the President to make these con- 
cessions because they were so intent on 
getting Soviet help. 

The earliest mention of Soviet partici- 
pation in the war against Japan is made 
by Averell Harriman, now Governor of 
New York and formerly Ambassador to 
Moscow, in testimony before the Senate 
Armed Services and Foreign Relations 
Committees Aug. 17, 1951, he said: “It was 
our objective to encourage the Soviet 
Union to join in the war against Japan at 
the earliest possible date. Because of 
their ambitions in the East, there was 
never any doubt in my mind that the 
Soviets would attack the Japanese in Man- 
churia in their own due time. The ques- 
tion was whether they would conte in early 
enough to be any help to us and to save 
American lives. I raised the subject with 
Stalin as early as August 1942. He told 
me then that it was his intention to come 
into the Pacific war when he was in a 
position to do so.” 

General Patrick Hurley, who talked with 
Stalin in November 1942, also reported 
that Stalin told him “It is my purpose to 
join the United States in the war against 
Japan when the situation in Europe justi- 
fies exposing my rear to a powerful 
enemy.” 

It was at the Teheran Conference, 
Nov. 28 to Dec. 1, 1943, that Stalin made 
his first positive statement to Roosevelt 
and Churchill, that Russia would some 
day fight Japan. He explained, accord- 
ing to Maj. Gen. John R. Deane, chief 
of the American military mission in Mos- 
cow, why this was impossible until after 
Germany had been defeated, but added: 
“Then, by our common front, we shall 
win.” 


Deane, like Harriman, said, “I do not 
think any responsible American ever 
doubted that Russia eventually would come 
into the war against Japan.” 

In 1944, Harriman discussed Soviet par- 
ticipation in the war with Japan with 
Stalin several times. Harriman was pri- 
marily interested in concerting our actions 
in the Pacific, including operations by 
American bombers from the maritime 
provinces of Siberia. Stalin mentioned 
Soviet political objectives in the East sev- 
eral times, but it was not until December 
1944 that he outlined these objectives to 
Harriman in detail. 

Stalin told Harriman that Russia's po- 
sition in the East should be generally es- 
tablished as it existed before. the. Russo- 
Japanese War in 1905. The lower half of 
Sakhalin should go to the Russians, as 
well as the Kurile Islands. In order to 
protect Soviet outlets to the Pacific, the 
Russians wished again to lease the ports 
of Dairen and Port Arthur, and to obtain 
a lease on the railroads in Manchuria built 
by the Russians under contract with the 
Chinese. 

Stalin safii that the Soviet Union would 
not interfere with the sovereignty of China 
over Manchuria. He also asked for recog- 
nition of the status quo in Outer Mongolia. 
These were the concessions that were 
made at Yalta.

AS HARRIMAN has testified, the crucial 
issue was not whether the Soviet Union 
would enter the Pacific war, but whether 
it would do so in time to help in the carry- 
ing out of the plans for an invasion of ‘the 
Japanese home islands. 

Gen. Marshal testified that the Chiefs 
of Staff were unanimous that it was 
highly important for the Russians to 
carry out a campaign in Manchuria and 
Korea. He feared that unless the 
Kwangtung Army in Manchuria, about 
700,000 strong, were engaged by the 
Russians, a large part of it would be 
transported to Japan to be used against 
the American invasion. 

Even Admiral Ernest J. King, then 
Chief of Naval Operations, who like Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, the President's 
Chief of Staff, believed that the defeat of 
Japan could be accomplished by bombard- 
ment and blockade, considered the entry 
of the Soviet Union into the war neces- 


sary. 

“At the time of the. Yalta Conference,” 
he wrote Senator Knowland, January 21, 
1951, “I was agreeable to the entry of the 
U.S.S.R. into the war in the Far East.”

He added that it was the belief of the 
Navy that blockade and bombardment 


’ 
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could bring about Japanese surrender and 
that in connection with this course of ac- 
tion “engagement of the Japanese armies 
in Manchuria by the Soviets would hasten 
that capitulation.” 

As for concessions to the Russians, 
King would have given them only the 
lower half of Sakhalin as a “sops.” 

There appears to have been no question 
in anyone’s mind about the Soviets enter- 
ing the Japanese war. What was feared 
was that they would wait until the war 
was over, or the end was easily to be 
seen, and until we have expended our 
blood and effort to win the war, and they 
would come in and do what they wished. 

President Roosevelt sought to reduce 
the general assurances which Stalin had 
previously given, to specific undertakings 
for the early entry of Russia in the Pa- 
cific war. At the same time he wanted to 
limit Soviet expansion in the East and to 
gain Soviet support for the Nationalist 
Government of China. 


He succeeded in this in the Yalta 
agreement. The Russians could have 
taken anything they wanted in the Far 
East — Manchuria, Korea, Sahkalin, 
Northern China, Instead they evacu- 
ated Manchuria April 14, 1946, eight 
months after V-J day. In accordance 
with their understanding, the Chinese, 
at this time, had sufficient faith in the 
Russians to ask them to remain two 
months longer so they could move their 
troops nerth to occupy Manchuria. 

The agreement was far better than ne 
agreement. The concessions, which re- | 
stored the status to that of Czarist Russia, * 
were not excessive in the psychology of 
the time for an ally that had fought so 
strongly in the West against Germany. 
China had been promised the restoration 
of Manchuria and this was carried out, 
even though part of the rail lines were 
put under joint operation ag well as Dair- 
en and Port Arthur. (

AT THAT TIME there seemed to be no 
question about Soviet good faith in their 
agreement to support Chiang Kai-shek. 
Stalin told Harry Hopkins, President 
Roosevelt's personal emissary, that he 
would “do everything he could to promote 
unification of China under the leadership 
of Chiang Kai-shek.” He specifically told 
Hopkins that no Communist leader was 
strong enough to unify China. 

If there had been no Yalta agreement 
with the Russians it is altogether likely 
that the Soviet troops would have re- 
mained in Manchuria, ag they did in 
Korea, and would have established a 
puppet Communist Government. As it 
was the Nationalists were not driven out 
of Manchuria until 1948, by the Chinese 
Communists. 

Gens Marshall] testified that he did not 
know about the Yalta concessions. They 
were a political deal between Roosevelt 
and Stalin, who wanted them kept secret. 
Military thinking, as explained to the 
Post-Dispatch by two of Gen. Marshall's 
advisers at Yalta, was that there was no 
way to keep the Russians out of the Pa- 
cific war. But they wanted them in as 
early as possible so as to take some of the 
burden off the United States troops. They 
wanted to concert their actions with those 
of the Russians. When they later found 
out about the concessions given the Rus- 
sians, they were amazed. 

Whether the concessions were neces- 
sary or.not cannot be resolved solely on 
the basis of the Far Eastern deal. The 
various agreements at Yalta were a 
package, The Russians gave up demands 
on Iran and the Dardanelles that were 
far more serious than what they gained 
in the Far East. They modified their de- 
mands on Poland. It is quite prebable 
that Roosevelt thought he had made a 
good deal and it may be that he had. 

At the end of the war the Russians were 
mostly interested in restoring their own: 
economy from the effects of the war, But 
it was not long before they realized what 
an opportunity the power vacuums, in 
Europe and the Far East, gave them for 
territorial expansion. 


Stalin was heard te remark by a Rus- 
sian-speaking member of one of eur 
delegations that there might not be an- 
other such opportunity for a hundred 
years.

Famine in Tunisia 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I would like to call your attention 
to the famine that has engulfed 
Tunisia and the appeal to President 
Eisenhower for wheat aid to keep 
hundreds of thousands from in- 
evitable starvation. 

A prolonged drouth has brought 
hunger to most of the country, in- 
cluding the North, the country’s 
bread-basket. A recent New York 
Times dispatch reported: “The grav- 
ity of the situation is held to be 
such that nothing short of massive 
aid can avert a disaster.” 

The drouth has hit the Tunisian 
people as one more blow in their 
struggle for human dignity and self- 
government. But as a people ruled 
by a colonial power they are even 
powerless to appeal for help. 

A Reuters dispatch said, on Feb. 
26: “About 300,000 peasants in cen- 
tral and southern Tunisia face grave 
hardships from drouth, which is kill- 
ing their crops and flocks. Total 
crop failure is expected, and about 
a quarter of the estimated 3,000,000 
sheep in the area may die.”

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The President and the Yalta Storm - 


Four days have now passed since the precipi- 
tate release of the records of the wartime Yalta 
conference at which the late President Roose- 
velt, Marshal Stalin and Prime Minister Churchill 
were the chief participants. 

In retrospect the most surprising thing about 
the hitherto secret papers, with their informal 
notes and memorandums, is not the little that is 
new in them. Neither is it the international 
storm provoked by their issuance. The most sur- 
prising thing is the announcement by White 
House Press Secretary Hagerty that President 
Eisenhower has never studied the Yalta papers 
and that the Department of State released them 
without consulting him. 

There can be no question that the President 
must not be bothered with every little matter 
that comes up in his Administration. If Mr. 
Eisenhower had to pass on all the minor ques 
tions that plague the Executive Department he 
would never have any time for the big issues 
that are the business and responsibility of his 
high and difficult office. He has a Cabinet and 
a White House staff to assume most of the rou- 
tine load. 

*. * * 

But is it not to save the President's time and 
energy for just such matters as the Yalta contro- 
versy that Mr. Eisenhower has his extensive 
White House staff and many other aids to han- 
dle mine-run matters? Surely the answer to this 
question is an obvious affirmative. 

The release of the Yalta papers was an issue 
within the sharply-divided Republican party. It 
also was an issue which potentially could affect 
the generous support that the Democratic ma- 
jorities in Congress have freely given the Presi- 
dent’s foreign policies. Even more important, it 
was an issue capable of producing violent reper- 
cussions in Britain, in Germany, in France, in 
Russia, in China—literally around the world. 

Yet the country is told that President Eisen- 
hower was never consulted and that the Depart- 
ment of State took a step with all these possible 
consequences on its own initiative. 

If this is so—and surely Mr. Hagerty must be 
fully trusted in a matter of such importance— 
then the Post-Dispatch was, in a measure, unfair 
to the President when we said Thursday that 
“the White House” had placed “unity in the 
Republican party ahead of American-British soll- 
darity in world affairs.” 

- * * 

By the use of the term “White House” we 
meant to suggest the high level of responsibil- 
ity. It is inconceivable that no one on the 
White House staff, Press Secretary Hagerty in- 
cluded, was consulted about the plan to release 
the Yalta file to the press. However that may 
be, President Eisenhower cannot hope to stand 
above or apart from an issue of such magnitude. 

The United States Constitution, Article II, 
Section 2, makes the President responsible for 
the conduct of the foreign relations of the 
United States. The handling of the nation’s 
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international affairs is historically one of his 
primary duties. 

Assume that Mr. Eisenhower had not, in the 
first years of his term, had a chance to make 
even a cursory examination of the Yalta papers 
and to weigh the arguments for and against re- 
leasing them. What would have been the harm 
in holding up their issuance a while longer, until 
at least an hour could have been found for him 
to consider the Yalta issue and its potentialities? 

For the President now confronts the fact 
of a grievously embarrassed Prime Minister 
Churchill, humiliated unnecessarily at the age 
of 80 in the eyes of the British people. He hears 
the call from Chiang Kai-shek’s Formosa that 
Yalta be “repudiated” by the United States Gov- 
ernment. He sees that this attempt to satisfy 
the partisanship of the McCarthys, Bridgeses 
and Knowlands provides no satisfaction at all 
since the Wisconsin Republican is now charging 
the Eisenhower A with “suppres- 
sing” significant of the Yalta file. 

« * > 

The plain fact is that, whether a President 
likes it or not, there are unpleasant, mean, hard 
decisions that he and no one else can properly 
make. They go with his office. More than that, 
they are part and parcel of it. 

Opinions will vary as to whether Franklin D. 
Roosevelt did well or poorly at Yalta. Some will 
continue to say that he “sold out” to the Com- 

Others will note and fairly that little 
or no was conceded to Stalin that the Rus- 
sian dictator was not in a position to control and 
that Stalin made his own concessions at the urg- 
ing of the Western allies. The point is that 
Franklin Roosevelt was the functioning Presi- 
dent. He was making the decisions that were 
his responsibility. He was not standing off on 
the sideline. 

Mr. Eisenhower brings to the presidency, so 
it is explained, an intense belief in staff work. 
He wants each department head, we are told, to 
do the work he should do. His Army career 
taught him that the commander must have 
skilled staff officers, capable of disposing of the 
problems.-that lie within their range of duty. 

- * - 

But if the military figure of speech is to be 
used then it must be carried further. A military 
commander can delegate authority but he can- 
not delegate responsibility for the way that au- 
thority is used. This is a basic principle with 
respect to chain of command. 

In the White House view, Secretary Dulles is 
responsible for the Yalta storm at this time. That 
is so, but it.is also true that Mr. Dulles’s com- 
mander, President Eisenhower, is responsible 
for the performance of his chief Cabinet officer. 
Here is the one respect in which the presidency 
is exactly like the Army. 

If Mr. Eisenhower has not come to appreciate 
this in the first half of his term, surely he will 
be led to realize it in the second half. Yalta is a 
good place to start. 


Secretary for Peace 

The deep public yearning for some escape 
from the blind alley of the atomic arms race re- 
ceived recognition when President Eisenhower 
appointed Harold Stassen a special assistant 
for disarmament policy. 

Mr. Stassen: evidently will be free to make 
his new job pretty much what he wants it to be. 
We trust he makes it a big one—that he be- 
comes, in effect, the first “secretary for peace.” 
As an American delegate to the San Francisco 
conference which wrote the United Nations 
Charter 10 years ago, he should be well qualified. 


One of the first things on Mr. Stassen’s desk 
probably will be Senator Symington’s resolution 
on economic disarmament, which has now at- 
tracted more than half the members of the 
Senate to its list of sponsors. It urges limita- 
tions on the proportion of each nation’s key re- 
sources devoted to military purposes. 


In setting such ceilings, allowance would be 
made for the special economic needs of each 
nation. Not all nations, that is, would be held 
to the same percentage of military potential. 
One main problem, of course, would be to reach 
agreement on the proper percentages. Another 
would be to agree on a system of foolproof in- 
spection, which Senator Symington rightly con- 
siders essential. 

At bottom the proposal is not so much a 
disarmament plan as it is one of several methods 
for checking up to insure compliance with a 
plan, As Senator Symington has told the Senate, 
“economic disarmament” should be regarded as 
an integral part of broader arrangements for 
balanced, enforceable reduction of all arms, 
atomic and conventional alike. 

To us the significance of the Symington reso- 
lution is that it expresses a belief on the part 
of its many sponsors that disarmament is, despite 
much talk to the contrary, technically and prac- 
tically feasible. 

Because hydrogen bombs might be hidden 
from inspection, it is sometimes said, any 
disarmament agreement would be basically 
unenforceable and hence would involve a fool- 
hardy risk. But Senator Symington and his 
more than 50 co-sponsors evidently do not agree. 

As the Senator says, once a nation has com- 
mitted its resources to peaceful uses, a signifi- 
cant length of time must elapse before they 
can be converted to war. This conversion time 
would become a sort of “time-lock” which would 
have to be broken open before a nation’s re- 
sources could be shifted to warlike purposes— 
and that interval would give other nations time 
to prepare for self-defense. 

So, as a statement of faith that disarmament 
can be achieved where the will to achieve it 
exists, the Symington resolution deserves ap- 
plause and commendation. But there remains 
the problem of creating a truly powerful will 
to achieve disarmament. Mr. Stassen might give 
himself that assignment among others.

Brig: Gen, Herbert D. Vogel has been chair- 
man of the Tennessee Valley Authority for six 
months now. With that experience, he now pro- 
poses that TVA’s three-man full-time paid board 
of directors should be replaced by a 12-man 
part-time unpaid board and that TVA’s “greatest 
lack has been in the establishment of sound 
management practices.” The Knoxville (Tenn.) 
News-Sentinel, which published the interview 
quoting Gen. Vogel in these regards, adds that

ing management practices. 

The TVA is a large and important enterprise 
of Government, and its three directors have a 
full-time job on their hands in supervising it. 
Would Gen. Vogel recommend replacing the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff with a part-time unpaid 
board of 12? . 

His proposal to that effect with regard to TVA 
is' so unsound on its face that we do not believe 
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anyone versed in public administration would 
consider it as serious. 

As for disparaging the management practices 
of his agency without supporting evidence, does 
Gen. Vogel consider that a proper function for 
the chairman of TVA? 
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Some Exposes to Look For 

By now everybody knows that Shakespeare did 
not write Shakespeare’s plays. People who keep 
up to date also know that Homer never smote 
*is bloomin’ lyre; that there never was such a 
character; that the Odyssey was put together by 
a corporation of ghost-writers. This was shown 
by Appolodorus long before Samuel Butler and 
now Robert Graves—in a book just ,out—made 
the point. But these are by no means the only 
cases of literary hocus-pocus. 

For example, anybody who has kept an eye 
on the Harvard Alumni Bulletin and The New 
York Times is aware that the modern stage 
classic “Saint Joan” was not written by G. B. 
Shaw as he claimed, but rather by a secluded 
genius named G. V. Shaw. Indeed, it now 
seems the late G. B. Shaw’s assertion that he 
was greater than Shakespeare may be solidly 
based on the proposition that he was acclaimed 
for more work by other hands than even that 
Elizabethan actor posthumously called the Bard 
of Avon. Research goes on at atomic heat. Hun- 
dreds of manuscripts are under examination. 

In our amateur way, we have discovered 
some cases which we hope the scholars will take 
up soon. One is that of J. Fenimore Cooper. It 
should have been obvious all the time that no 
one man turned out all those “Leatherstocking 
Tales.” After a few hundred pages of Natty 
Bumpo, how could he ever again take pen in 
hand? ' 

Charles Dickens, regarded as the author of 
both “David Copperfield” and “A Tale of Two 
Cities” as well as other works, seems a clear 
case of double identity. “Dickens” of course is a 
common enough name, and it is not beyond 
understanding that a publisher’s clerk should 
have regarded a man who signed himself. “Chas. 
Dickens” as none other than “Charles Dickens” 
in a hurry. How could one man have collected 
the royalties meant for two? Did Chas. Dickens 
really believe in art for art’s sake? 

No doubt the truth will out—and under its 
own power. But who knows when? Since the 
scholars are busy, perhaps the preliminary work 
might be done by former F.B.I. agents and con- 
gressional investigators. A number of them are 
now unemployed. Some of them might be inter- 
ested in a high-grade job to. stop the rumors 
that they were fooled by that Matusow character. 
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An Illinois Problem Grows 


Illinois State Senator Dennis Collins of De- 


Kalb and eight of his colleagues have introduced 
a bill to make Northern Illinois State Teachers 
College at DeKalb into Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity. Under the proposed change, the DeKalb 
institution would be permitted to grant liberal 
arts degrees, but would be prohibited from 
offering professional courses in law, medicine, 
dentistry, engineering and agriculture. 

Whether this is a wise educational change in 
Illinois is a responsibility which the people of 
Illinois, through their legislators and Governor, 
must now assume. Some half dozen years ago 
Southern Illinois University at Carbondale 
moved out of the teachers college class ‘to be- 
come the only university in Southern Illinois. 
Under this impetus the Carbondale institution 
has become a center of regional service.. 

Yet obviously not every state school can 
become a state university without costly dupli- 
cation of facilities now available at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois. An Illinois state commission 


is studying the question of over-all needs, and 


presumably it is going to have something to say — 


about the shape higher education should take 
in Illinois. The DeKalb bill is a. reminder that 
the problem grows steadily the greater.

Telephone numbers are growing more 
and more to sound alike, at least as far 
as concerns the name rtion of the 
number, no matter in at part of our 
country. .. 

Why this change from names which 
had local significance to those that are 
“neutral” or “national”? For that mat- 
ter, why have names at all? 

As the physical capacity of the first 
telephone office in a city was reached 
and a second or “branch” office had to 
be opened, there 
arose the need for 
differentiating be- 
tween the first and 
second in some 
manner. The choice 
lay between desig- 
nating the offices 
by name and add- 
ing another numer- 
al. The former was chosen in most 
cases because it was considered simpler. 


Initially, the naming of central offices 
was a pretty uninspired job. The first 
office was almost inevitably called 
“Main” and the second “Branch.” There 
are a good many “Mains’’ left but 
“Branch” has almost disappeared be- 
cause more than one branch had to be 
opened. Sometimes the names were 
changed to points of the compass. 


Almost a Limitless Supply 


When the compass points were ex- 
hausted there came the question as to 
what next. There was geography and 
there was history, natural as well as 
local and national. The resources here 
were practically limitless. From the 
geographical approach came “Bowling 
Green,” “Fairfax,” “Longbeach,” “Trin- 
ity.” Natural history provided “Cherry,” 
“Hickory,” “Orchard” and a few “Fil- 
berts.” History produced “Adams,” 
“Franklin,” “Hancock,” “Plymouth.” 

It didn’t matter if the same name 
were used in different cities, and these 
early names were generally simple and 
easily understood. However, when the 
naming trail led into locally significant 
names, such as “Tashmoo,” “Glebe,” 
“Esplanade” and even “McAdoo,” some 
difficulties were encountered, although 
these. were limited to those occasioned 
by a distant operator becoming tangled 
sup in pronunciation or spelling. 

About this time, a process of deter- 
mining the phonetic value of office 
names came into use. A list of pro- 
posed names, secured from all possible 
sources, was prepared and then tested. 


The Dial Drops the ‘Q” 


In making the tests, operators were 
given the and proceeded to read 
the names over a circuit to other oper- 
ators, who recorded them as they were 
understood. The names most frequently 
misunderstood or misspelled, or requir- 
ing the most frequent repetition, were 
eliminated. 

With the progress of dial service, 
oe new factors were introduced into 

e name selection procedure, A look 
at the dial will show some of these 
factors. One that is immediately ap- 
parent is the absence of a “Q”; there- 
fore, no more “Quincys” or “Quarrys.” 

The letter “Z,” if it appears on the

ing, the one used to dial “Operator,” 
and so no names be g with “Z” 
are usable. “Zenith” is thus precluded.

Why only eight and not 10? The 
tenth opening’s unsuitability has been 
previously accounted for and the first 
opening, occupied exclusively and aloof- 
ly by the numeral “1,” was not deemed 
at the time to be eligible to be endowed 
with letters because of a hovering spec- 
ter called “preliminary impulse.” 

In an era when most of the instru- 
ments were of the erect “desk stand” 
type, the process of unlatching the re- 
ceiver from its claws was calculated to 
cause an unwanted impulse to be trans- 
mitted to the dial machine. The machine 
was arranged to absorb this preliminary 
impulse. As a wesult the first opening 
became, and remains, unlettered. 


Long-Distance Calls Improve 


Of the 64 possible combinations, 
there were and are four which are or- 
dinarily not used because of the rela- 
tively few usable names that could be 
developed from them. 

If completely mined, these combina- 
tions could produce “Klamath,” “Krin- 
gle,” “Ylang” (a Philippine tree), and 
“Wrath,” all of which lack in various 
degrees the required characteristics. 

With these four out, the possible 
names for a city were reduced to 60, 
and in some cases this was even further 
reduced by other factors. For example, 
in one case “Georgia” was so often 
dialed as GA that it became necessary 
to drop it. 

In a few of the very large cities, 
three-letter dialing was introduced. 
Theoretically, this resulted in there 
being a ‘maxirhum possibility of 512 
names. Impossible spelling combina- 
tions reduced this to about 325. 

Growth continued — enough to be 
threatening to the peace of mind of 
the nomenclature people. And then 
there was added to this relatively mild 
state of disquiet the full impact of inter- 
city dialing by operators, 

This was an enormous step forward 
in the improved handling of long- 
distance calls, but brought with it an 
accentuation of the naming difficulties. 

Passing a name over a circuit by 
voice is quite different from dialing 
the first three letters of the name. 

In the former case a call for a “Tay- 
lor” number, for example, generally 
arrived at a “Taylor” number. 


From Academy to Yukon 


But with a distant operator ‘doing 
the dialing, the call might start off as 
TAI (for a not unforgivable “Tailor” ) 
and land, if it landed at all, at an en- 
tirely different number. 

This difficulty with the orthographic 
placement of the third letter, together 
with a demand for more and more cen- 
tral office names, resulted in a change 
from three letters and four numerals 
to two letters and five numerals. 

There have been developed for each 
of the 60 ‘possible letter combinations, 
four or five names which seem to meet 
all the requirements. They can be 
spelled and, more important, dialed. 

Some of them are: Academy, Adams, 
Chestnut, Alpine, Emerson, Drake,“Dud- 
ley, Garfield, Hemlock, Jefferson, Lo- 
cust, Mohawk, Murdock, Pilgrim, Pres- 
cott, Talbot, Townsend, Webster, Yukon. 

Sentimentally this may not be too 
good, but telephonically, it is fine. 

Many a -flavored 1 name must 
fall by the wayside as changes are 
gradually made. But in so doing it be- 
comes easier for anyone to talk with 
anyone else anywhere and at any time.

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Bitter Congress Fight Expected 
Over Bill for U.S. Membership 
In Trade Co-operation Group 


Details of Legislation Expected to Be Made 
: Public This Week—Organization Would 
~ Police Agreements of 34 Participating 


Countries.

WASHINGTON, March 19. 


OMPANION legislation to the pending \bill to extend and 

expand the reciprocal trade agreements law will soon be sent 

to Congress by President Eisenhower, It is likely to cause 
as much controversy, partisan and bipartisan, as the current bill 
which barely got through the House and is now under bitter 
debate in the Senate Finance Committee. 


Details of the new legislation 
are scheduled to be made public 
next week, perhaps Monday. It 
will call for American member- 
ship in a new world-wide trade 


group, the Organization of Trade 
Co-operation, which will police 
the trade agreements of 34 coun- 
tries responsible for 80 per cent 
of international business. At the 
same time there will probably 
be made public the amended 
general agreement on tariffs and 
trade—GATT—which took four 
strenuous months of negotiations 
at Geneva before it obtained al- 
most unanimous approval from 
ee of the 34 na- 

ons 


Difficult to Understand. 


Next to a tax bill, no other 
legislation is more complex and 
difficult to understand than a 
tariff measure. The forth- 
coming proposal is no exception. 
Only experts will be able to 
understand its ramifications but 
its importance is obvious. With- 
out some new, permanent inter- 
national organization, the ex- 
tension of the reciprocal trade 
agreements law for three years 
and the added authority re- 
quested by President Eisenhower 
to reduce American tariffs in 
exchange for concessions by 
other countries will fail in the 
objective to increase the eco- 
nomic and military strength of 
the free world. Congressional 
refusal to join the new organiza- 
tion would be interpreted by 
our Allies as sign that the iso- 
lationist and protectionist forces 
are getting the upper hand in 
the United States. 

If Congress approves the es- 
tablishment of the Organization 
of Trade Co-operation, the other 
nations which subscribe to the 
general agreement on tariffs 
and trade are expected to go 
along. To come into being, the 
OTC was to have the support of 
two thirds of the 34 nations and 
must cover 85 per cent of the 
international trade they do. The 
new organization would have a 
council, on which all 34 nations 
would be represented, an execu- 
tive committee and a permanent 
secretariat sitting probably at 
Geneva. The annual budget 
would be only $350,000, of 
which the United States share 
would be $50,000. 

If Congress disapproves the 
proposed organization, officials 
say, the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments law will become almost a 
dead letter because each nation 
would be able with impunity to 
violate openly or vitiate indi- 
rectly the trade agreements they 
have signed. At best, the United 
States and other nations would 
be “tompelled to make bilateral 
agreements. Such a course 
would undermine one of the 
principal features of Cordell 
Hull’s concept that American 
and other trade agreements 
should contain a “most favored 
Nation” clause which extends 
the tariff and other benefits to 
all nations that accepted the 
conditions laid down in the 
agreements. For instance, if the 
United States and Sweden 
agreed that Sweden would re- 
duce its tariff on. American 
oranges to 20 per cent of their 
value in return for an American 
tariff reduction on Swedish cut- 
lery, Sweden would have to ap- 
ply the same rate to South 
African oranges and the United 
States would apply the agreed 
rate on British cutlery of the 
same type. 

Guided by GATT. 


Since 1948, the multilateral 
trade agreements have been 
guided by the rules and regu- 
lations laid down in the general 
agreement on trade and tariffs. 
So far as the United States is 
concerned, GATT has only the 
status of an executive agree- 


- ment because it did not result 


from a treaty, ratified hy two 
thirds of the Senate, er a Con- 
gressional resolution, approved 
by a majority of both houses. 


Since 1948, this and other 
countries have tried to give 
firmer and more permanent 
form to GATT, primarily be- 
cause many countries, including 
the United States, were violat- 
ing or evading it for domestic 
reasons. : 


For instance, the so-called 
“cheese amendment” to the 
American agricultural law con- 
fused and infuriated such coun- 
tries as Holland and Denmark, 
which thought they had firm 
trade agreements with the Unit- 
ed States for the export of 
dairy products to this country. 
The “cheese amendment,” spon- 
sored principally by the dairy 
interests of Wisconsin, did not 
boost American tariff rates. It 
did greater harm by setting 
quotas on the amount of cheese 
and butter that would be 


allowed to come into the United | 


States. 


Because GATT had no en- 
forcement powers, the two na- 
tions imposed their own penal- 
ties on the United States. Hol- 
land reduced the amount of 
wheat flour it purchased from 
the United States. Denmark, 
unable to get dollars from the 
sale of its dairy products, cut 
down on its purchase of Ameri- 
can coal. In other words. the 
wheat farmers of Minnesota and 
the coal miners of West Vir- 
ginia paid for the special bene- 
fits voted by Congress o Wis- 
eonsin and Ne York. At the

One of the reasons it took 


more than four months of stren- 
uous and often bitter negoti- 
ations at Geneva to reach an 
accord on revision of GATT 
was the adamant position taken 
by the American representatives 
who had to keep in mind what 
Congress would do. They not 
only had to defend and protect 
the “cheese amendment” but 
also the subsidies, plain and dis- 
guised, now given to some of 
our agricultural exports. Other 
major points at issue were the 
“peril point” and ° “escape” 
classes in the reciprocal trade 
agreement law which permits 
the President to raise the tariff 
rates—as he did on Swiss watch 
parts—when he believes imports 
are endangering an American 
industry. Representatives of 
other countries complained that 
the United States wanted to eat 
its cake and have it too. 


Positions of Other Nations. 


On their own part, these rep- 
resentatives made strong argu- 
ments for their own advantages 
Some insisted that quotas oft 
American imports were neces- 
sary because of the dollar short- 
ages which they laid to American 
tariffs. Others defended th®ir 
currency restrictions which pre- 
vent Americans from payment 
in dollars. Nations producing 
raw materials wanted some kind 
of government subsidy for their 
own products. Colonial and 
empire regions wanted to dis- 
criminate in favor of their 
mother countries. 


The negotiations are very 
complicated, with delicate bal- 
ances finally reached among the 
interests of thé 34 nations. The 
text of the new GATT agree- 
ment has not yet been made 
public but informed sources say 
that at first glance the revised. 
version may look like the old 
agreement. It retains the “most 
favored nation” clause and 
grants countries the right to 
protect their industries by tar- 
iffs if that is their national pol- 
icy. It deplores, however, the 
- mn i use of other restric- 

ons. 


The amendments are an at- 
tempt to write a list of permitted 
exceptions under definite con- 
ditions. Like the original GATT, 
the new edition has no penalty 
powers but it sets up permanent 
machinery for orderly discus- 
sion and negotiations if an? 
country or group of countries 
feels it has been hurt by the 
tariff, trade or monetary actions 
of another, which may or may 
not be a violation of GATT. 


That is where the proposed 
Office of Trade Co-operation 
would become effective. It 
would present a forum where 
aggrieved nations could make a 
complaint. If an American 
President invoked the “peril 
point” clause to raise our tariff 
rates on a certain product, for 
instance, watches, it would fur- 
nish the machinery for some 
other nation to take a counter 
measure. The United States, 
under the new GATT, is per- 
mitted to subsidize the export 
of surplus agricultural products 
but the American representative 
was able to get a ban on the 
subsidization of manufactured 
products. The question will 
arise: Has an exported product 
manufactured by a nationalized 
industry been subsidized? Such 
a question could be studied by 
the OTC sécretariat. 

When the bill to accept mem- 
bership in the OTC i ieee to 
Congress, the,revised GATT will 
accompany it for the informa- 
tion of Congress. Although the 
text of the new GATT is not 
available, it is a safe bet that 
it will cause as much contro- 
versy as the proposed legisla- 
tion. 

When President Eisenhower 
sent his tariff message to Con- 
gress last March urging ‘exten- 
sion of the trade agreements 
law and expanded authority to 
reduce tariffs, many persons 
thought he“ promised to submit 
the revised GATT to Congress 
for congressional approval. 


President Is Quoted. 


He did not, however, make 
this specific promise. What he 


said was: 
“The (Randall) Commission on 
foreign economic policy has 


recommended that the United 
States renegotiate the organiza- 
tional provisions of the agree- 
ment (GATT), so that the con- 
tracting parties acting collec- 
tively would confine their func- 
tions to sponsoring multilateral 
trade negotiations, recommend- 
ing broad trade policies for in- 
dividual consideration by the 
legislative or other appropriate 
authorities in the various coun- 
tries, and providing a forum for 
consultation regarding trade dis- 
putes, ° 


“I shall act promptly upon this 
recommendation. At the same 
time I shall suggest to other 
contracting parties revision of 
the substantive provisions of the 
agreement to provide a simpler, 
stronger instrument contributing 
more effectively to the develop- 
ment of a workable system of 
world trade. When the organiza- 
tional provisions of the agree- 
ment have been renegotiated, 
they will be submitted to the 
Congress for its approval.”

Dillon Anderson, New Eisenhower Aid 
On Security Council, Is Lawyer-Author 


Democrat Who Back- 
ed President Moves 
Into a Top Capital 
Job.

WASHINGTON, March 19. 

ILLON ANDERSON, newly 
 ccsiznated as President 

Eisenhower's alter ego on the 
National Security Council, is a 
tall, dark and handsome Texas 
lawyer who has also enjoyed 
success as a writer of fiction. 

On April 1 Anderson will re- 
place Robert Cutler, Boston 
banker, as the President’s spe- 
cial assistant for national secur- 
ity affairs. The move is re- 
garded as the most important 
change in the White House staff, 
since Mr. Eisenhower took office 
in January 1953. 

By coincidence, Cutler, who is 
given credit for having done an 
extraordinary job in day-to-day 


council, also has a gift for words. 
He has published two novels. 
Anderson, who does not expect 
to have time for writing in his 
new post, also is an author, of 
two books of stories, “I and 
Claudie,” published in 1951, and 
“Claudie’s Kinfolks,” published 
in 1954, as well as magazine 
pieces. 
In Law Firm 25 Years. 

For 25 years, Anderson has 
been a member of the Houston 
law firm of Baker, Botts, An- 
drews and Shepherd. Gossip 
among Texas lawyers is that this 
organization of 70 attorneys 
seeks the brightest law school 
graduates it can find and works 
them until they drop dead or 
become rich. Anderson will re- 
portedly take the $20,000-a-year 
federal post at a considerable 
financial sacrifice. 

Incidentally, among the Tex- 
ans now prominent in govern- 
ment service is another former 
partner in Baker, Botts, An- 
drews and Shepherd—Henry F. 
Holland, assistant secretary of 
state for inter-American affairs. 
Another Texas Anderson—Rob- 
ert B., deputy secretary of de- 
fense—is not related to Dillon. 

In his council position Ander- 
son will be privy to more top 
secrets than anyone in the cap- 
ital, possibly - excepting the 
President, and he seems fully 
aware of his responsibilities. He 
is more approachable than Cut- 
ler, who adamantly refused to 
see reporters under any circum- 
stances, but he gives the impres- 
sion of being equally close- 
mouthed with respect to private 
matters. 

Two years ago, when Ander- 
son was appointed a consultant 
to the NSC, an interviewer for 
the Houston Post said: 

“You get the impression he is 
the kind of man who would 
never carry the flag and lead 
the town parade. He might have 
laid the plans for it, working 
hard by day and night to see 
that it went off in an orderly 
fashion. But when parade time 
came, he would have gone home 
without even waiting to watch 
from the sidelines.” 

Anderson is satisfied with that 
description of himself. Like 
Cutler, he has a reputation for 
abundant energy. Like Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, he wears a 
wristwatch alarm that helps him 
budget his time. 

“He works like a mule,” Hol- 
land said recently, “but he likes 
to relax playing golf or hunting 
quail. He has a vivid sense of 
humor and great organizational 
ability; he was managing part- 
ner of the firm for many years.” 

Keeping Leash on Wit. 

Anderson apparently has de- 
cided to keep his ready wit on a 
leash. Reminded by the Post- 
Dispatch that he once was re- 
ported to have made some. joc- 
ular remarks about the arehitec- 
ture of the ornate old State De- 
partment building, where he is 
occupying a two-by-four tempo- 
rary office, Anderson said 
quickly:

Anderson is 48 years old and 
has the lanky build of a high 
jumper, which he was in his 
college days at the University 
of Oklahoma. His high jump 
record was 6 feet 2 inches. He 
has thick black hair parted just 
left of center and beginning to 
gray at the temples. He seems 
to huddle in his chair when 
working at a desk, smoking a 
good deal and making sudden 
jabs at his papers with a lead 
pencil, the top of which he licks 
from time to time. His speech 
is quick and decisive. 


A Democrat-for-Eisenhower in 
3952, Anderson is considered to 
be conservative in his political 
beliefs, as well as in his manner 
and dress. He is against the 
conception of the welfare state. 
Although he doesn’t like to 
make a point of it, he refused 
an invitation by the late Robert 
H. Jackson to participate in the 
Nuernberg trials, holding the 
trials were a mistake-and asking 
how a victorious country could 
mete out justice to the con- 
quered. Jackson was an asso- 
ciate justice of the United States 
Supreme Court and chief prose- 
cutor of the Nazi war criminals. 


Anderson was born in McKin- 
ney, Tex., a’ cotton center 30 
miles from Dallas, and after 
leaving the University of Okla- 
homa was graduated from the 
Yale University law school in 
1929. He entered Baker, Botts 
on graduation and became a 
partner in 1940. He also be- 
came a director of the Westing- 
house Electric Corp., the Hou- 
ston Transit Co., the Galveston 
Transit Co. and the Texas Na- 
tional Bank, and a director of 
the Carhegie Endowment of In- 
ternational Peace, taking Mr. 
Eisenhower's place on the board 
when the President resigned on 
entering the White House. 


Active in Civic Affairs. 


No introvert, Anderson has 
taken a prominent part in the 
life of Houston. He has been a 
trustee of the united fund and 
community council, director of 
the Houston Symphony Society, 
director of the Houston Cham- 
ber of.Commerce and the Hou- 
ston Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations. 


He also has been active in 
the American Bar iation 
and the American Law Institute, 
the American Academy of Polit- 
ical and Social Sciences, the 
Texas Institute of Letters and 
various clubs. 

In 1942 Anderson was com- 
missioned an Army major and 
assigned to the Washington legal 
staff of thé director of materiel, 
then Gen. Lucius D. Clay. A 
year later he became assistant 
chief of staff for the United

his particular assignment being 
military government planning 
and materiel problems. 


Anderson returned to Wash- 
ington in 1944 and served on 
the general staff with Wilton 
B. Persons, now a deputy White 
House assistant, ‘and with Cut- 
ler. He received the Legion of 
Merit and the Army commenda- 
tion ribbon and left military 
service in 1945 as a colonel. The 
Legion of Merit was conferred 
for his reports on Middle East 
oil and for his work in setting 
up the Cairo conference. 


Anderson has known Mr. Eis- 
enhower for some years. When 
the President was head of Co- 
lumbia University he invited 
Anderson to participate in the 
“American Assembly,” which 
brought together a group of 50 
Americans to discuss the state 
of the nation. 


In 1953 Anderson and six 
other civilians were selected as 
consultants to the National Se- 
curity Council. Anderson has 
spent a total of about three 
weeks each year in Washingtan 
on this assignment. Just what 
he has been doing in the capae- 
ity of consultant is a confiden- 
tial matter. 

One of Top Jobs. 


As Mr. Eisenhower's special 
assistant for national security 
affairs Anderson will have one 
of the top jobs in the Adminis- 
tration. The Cabinet members 
who sit on the NSC technically 
will outrank him, but actually 
Anderson's daily work, including 
his close contacts with the Pres- 
ident, will pla@é him in a posi- 
tion of more real authority than 
most Cabinet members. 

The NSC is the nation’s most 
important global policy-making 
body. All the top officials of 
the Government, headed by the 
President, either are members 
or participate in deliberations 
when the occasion warrants. An- 
derson will brief the President 
on matters to be discussed, ar- 
range the agendas for the meet- 
ings, usually held weekly, and 
act as chairman of the NSC 
planning board. 

The planning board is the 
group that directs the collection, 
evaluation and editing of facts 
on which policies eventually will 
be based. It is a work-horse out- 
fit and meets several times a 
week. 

It will be necessary, of course, 
for Anderson to relinquish his 
various connections when he en- 
ters Government ‘service. He 
intends to move his family to 
Washington this spring. 

In Texas he lives in Houston 
and spends weekends on a 450- 
acre farm 80 miles away. He 
and Mrs. Anderson have three 
daughters. Anderson is reputed 
to have hosts of friends and to 
be “the best company you can 
imagine.”

Beckerley contended that in- 
dustrial development would be 
handicapped if the Government 
continued to control. the flow of 
technical data of possible com- 
mercial value. 


On philosophical grounds, he 
argued that4Government con- 
trol of information runs against 
our traditional freedoms of 
speech and press and can he de- 
defended only if there are over- 
riding considerations of national 
defense. He went on: 

“The reasons for this contro 
were valid as long as unfriendly 
nations had not made compar- 
able technical advances in the 
grim arts of nuclear armaments. 
I do not believe they are valid 
today. As a consequence, we 
should now move to reduce the 
controls over nonweapons data 
just as, at the completion of 
hostilities, censorship is_ re- 
duced. To continue the present 
broad control of atomic informa- 
tion without adequate reasons is 
to embark on a dangerous course 
where the Government stands 
between ideas and men.” 


Same Materials Used. 

An important point here is 
that the same materials that are 
used for fuel in an atomic power 
plant—uranium 238 and plutoni- 
um—are the explosive parts of 


A similar cutback in secrecy 


Beckerley explained to the 
Joint Congressional Committee 
on Atomic Energy in 1953 that 
many atomic reactors were 
treated like “black box heat 
sources”—the AEC released as 
little as possible about their con- 
tents but was relatively candid 
about exterior equipment. An 
AEC spokesman confirms that 
the situation remains generally 
the same today, although atomic 
secrets are reviewed continuous- 
ly as part of the commission's 
declassification program. 

Broad Curbs on Data. 

Under the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954, atomic setrets, called 
“restricted data,” are defined as 
“all data concerning (1) design, 
manufacture or utilization of 
atomic weapons; (2) the produc- 
tion of special nuclear material; 
or (3) the use of special nuclear 
material inthe production of 


Thus, atomic information in 
these three broad fields is “born 
secret,” ina sort of “creeping 
classification,”” to use Becker- 
ley’s phrases. Under the pres- 
ent law, it is being declassified 
slowly, bit by bit. 


There are two ways to speed 
up the process. Prof. Feld 
wants a wholesale declassifica- 
tion, under the present law, of 
all nonweapons data. Beckerley 
suggests a change in the law, 
knocking out the second and 
third types of “restricted data” 
and leaving only the weapons 
information in the secret cate- 
gory. He told the joint commit- 
tee, however, that he was pre- 
senting only an initial argument 
and that such a step should be 
taken “only after considerable 
discussion in and out of this 
committee room.” 


Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), East St. Louis, chairman 
of the joint committee’s sub- 
committee on research and de- 
velopment, says emphatically 
that the declassification must be 
speeded up considerably if we 
are to get amy place quickly in 
the. atomic power field. He be- 
lieves this should be done under 
the present law, however, since 
some peaceful uses of atomic 
energy ‘still have military appli- 
cations that must be kept secret. 

Sudden Change Unlikely. 

It is doubtful whether the 
present AEC will make any sud- 
den change in its secrecy pro- 
gram without prodding from 
Congress or a directive from 
President Eisenhower. AEC, 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss has 
expressed pride in the declassi- 
fication system. In addition, the 
commission recently set up a . 
“gray zone” of reactor informa- 
tion, to which persons with only 
a limited “L” clearance can 
have access. é 

Strauss has said that AEC 
policy calls for a high fence of 
secrecy around a relatively small 
area of information. Those who 
want more candor certainly 
agree with that principle. Dif- 
ferences crop up when it comes 
to striking out the small area.

When Absence Made 
the Heart Less Fond

HAT happens to a man 
and his wife when they 
are unavoidably separat- 
ed for a long period is de- 
scribed with sympathetic ex- 
pertness in “Far Morning,” a 
new novel by Edward Grier- 
son. As the separation in this 
instance is war-caused the 
forces of law and custom 
which operate to keep a mar- 
riage intact are fortified by 
patriotic sentiment. The wife, 
at least, is expected to observe 
the marriage vows with more 
than ordinary fidelity under 
these circumstances. But war 
or no “war a marriage relation- 
ship which must be sustained 
at long distance and by cor- 
respondence inevitably suffers 
erosion. 


Such are Mr.. Grierson’s 
conclusions and the circum- 
stances which bring them into 

. focus form the ‘Pattern of his 
novel. 


The author doesn’t suggest 
that what happens to David 
and Joan Mitchelson are de- 
termined by an iron rule. Yet 
the probleth of infidelity on 
the home front, with its un- 
favorable effect on the morale 
of soldiers in the field, is suf- 
ficently acute to make it 
necessary for the British Army 
to operate a special service 
devoted to such cases. 


Ironically enough David 
Mitchelson is put in charge of 
“Legal Aid” at Baghdad after 
having done a gruelling stretch 
of combat service in North 
Africa; and in reviewing the 
plight of a Pvt. Simpson whose 
wife has asked him for a di- 
vorce, David comes to realize 
the demoralizing nature of 
loneliness for a woman left to 
herself.

AVID makes no conscious 

comparisons between the 

desperate Mrs. Simpson 
and his own wife. Yet he does 
become extraordinarily sensi- 
tive to variations in the emo- 
tional climate of his wife's 
letters and is sorely troubled 
when she implies that his pro- 
longed absence is a trial to 
her fortitude. 


At about this point he goes 
on leave to Beirut where he 
meets a lovely young Iraqian 
girl, Nadia, who complicates 
matters further by falling in 
love with him. David meets 
this turn of events with stoic 
self-denial much to the dis- 
gust of Col. Bill Duveen, his 
companion on the trip.

Although the author brings 
no startling new perceptions to 
bear on the qjtuation he deals 
with it plausibly. His main 
point, that prolonged separa- 
tion is not good for any mar- 
riage, hardly needs proving. 
A corollary thought—implied 
rather than stated— warns 
against submitting a marriage 
to a microscopic, and objective 
analysis. This is just common 
sense and not cynicism. Noth- 
ing looks the same under a 
microscope. 

x* * * 

IKE many English novel- 
L ists even of the second and 

third rank, Mr. Grierson is 
a skilled craftsman with an 
urbane style. The events of 
“Far Morning” are kept in 
constant motion with one epi- 
sode dovetailing neatly into 
the succeeding one. His char- 
acters, too, have flavor and 
individuality. As most of them 
are supposed to be cultivated 
people, with approximately the 
same educational background, 
they seem natural when ex- 
pressing themselves in poetic 
allusions or worldly wit or in 
revealing the kind of sensibil- 
ity that goes with learning and 
experience. Mr. Grierson is 
particularly successful with 
the character of Nadia, whose 
tenderness and emotional 
depth are essential to making 
the story seem plausible. 

So, although “Far Morn- 
ing” is somewhat contrived 
and not nearly as profound as 
its theme would permit, it 
rates high as entertainment.

R. POTTER’S book cov- 
ers English humor from 
time when hunchbacks, 
persecuted Jews, madmen and 
a cat stuck in a bottle to be 
stoned to death were consid- 
ered fit subjects for laughter, 
to the subtleties of later days, 
which provoke a grin rather 
than a guffaw. He is a liter- 
ary man who has written an 
enormous number of BBC ra- 
dio programs: and 10 books, 
including one on the art of 
winning games without actual- 
ly cheating, called “Games- 
manship.” This latest work is 
an anthology of British writ- 
ing he has relished, enjoyably 
interlarded with his own 
amusing comment. 


Mr. Potter believes that 
English humor is declining 
and that it reached its climax 
between the 90s and 1920s, 
when the depression put a 
stopper on many things that 
were supposed to be pleasant- 
ly amusing. The magazine 
Punch is, of course, an Eng- 
lish institution. In the Victo- 
rian Age it was concerned 
with cockneys, charwomen and 
especially the upper classes, to 


which it is still devoted. But 
Punch soon discovered that 
agreeable lightheartedness was 
less acceptable to a Socialist 
England, though the dilemmas 
of the owners of manor houses 
who had to live in the gate- 
lodge were wryly amusing. 

Their humorists turned into 
satirists and began to borrow 
from our own New Yorker 
magazine, which had itself de- 
stroyed the naive humor of an 
earlier America. However, 
the awkwardness of embarrass- 
ing situations is still good for 
a laugh in E d. There is, 
for example, the young speed 
demon tearing along in a mo- 
torcycle with an empty side- 
car who yells, “Are you all 
right, Grandma?” 


Mr. Potter says that his own 
generation was almost 
drowned in humor. His child- 
hood books were filled with 
funny animals, which were 
never tragic or touching. 
“They followed Lewis Carroll, 
not Hans Andersen. There are 
certainly worse places to grow 
up in,” he adds, “than a world 
in which the eyes were sup- 
posed to twinkle and the 
mouths determined to have 
deep corners.” The historical 
reason for this age of humor, 
he says, was the reaction from 
Victorian seriousness, solem- 
nity and hypocritical good- 
ness.

MONG the one volume 

books on Chinese art this 

first American edition of 
“Chinese Art” by Leigh Ash- 
ton, director of the Victoria 
and Albert Museum in Lon- 
don, and Basil Gray, keeper 
of Oriental antiquities in the 
British Museum, is  partic- 
ularly useful. There have been 
a number of editions of this 
book in England before this 
present edition which is dis- 
tinguished by a colored frentis- 
piece. 

The plan of the book is to 
give a survey of each period 
by means of a carefully se- 
lected series of fitustretions 
preceded by a generalized 
statement of the characteris- 
tics of that period as a whole. 
It covers the history of Chi- 
neSe art from 3000 years B.C. 
throughout the centuries. It 
might be called an Introduc- 
tion to Chinese Art as each 
period treated includes the 
various forms of its artistic 
expression; paintings, sculp- 
ture, metal work, ceramics, 
textiles and lacquer, and no 
one volume could possibly 
cover these subjects exhaus- 
tively. Because of the inter- 
relation of the various branches 
of art and their dependence 
upon the intellectual develop- 
ment of the epochs, it is 
easier, on account of this ar- 
rangement, to gain an insight 
into the importance of each 
particular period. 

Of the 144 reproductions 
nearly half are devoted to il- 
lustrating ceramics, which 
seems an over-emphasis, ex- 
cept for the popularity of this 
expression of Chinese art 
among collectors. 

Mr. Gray has selected the 
paintings and written the ac- 
companying notes and the re- 
mainder of the illustrations 
and notes are by Mr. Ashton. 

Both authors manage to con- 
vey, even in so brief an ac- 


‘eount, the sense of skill re- 


sulting from the Chinese art- 
ists’ years of training and ex- 
periment, the feeling of the 
complete absorbtion in their 
creations and the love of the 
work for its own sake, and also 
their complete humility of 
spirit.

HIS perceptive, sensitive, 
T and beautifully written 

book is Anne Lindbergh’s 
first in 11 years and it is cer- 
tain to provoke much com- 
ment and even more thought. 
A solitary seashore vacation 
started Mrs. Lindbergh, writer, 
wife of a public legend, and 
mother of five, to contemplate 
the complications and conflicts 
of modern life.

When Bismarck insisted on 
the annexation of Alsace-Lor- 
raine it was Gladstone who 
opposed him because he knew 
that he was planting seeds of 
bitter future trouble for Eu- 
rope simply because it was an 
unjust act.

AS he a man ahead of 
W his time—or way behind 
it? His last fight was 
against his country joining in 
the great armaments race that 
was just beginning.

ARDLY more than 1006 

miles east, in Nevada, 

from Virginia City, site of 
the famed Comstock Lode, 
once lay the town of Austin, in 
the center of another rich sil- 
ver vein area, Now practically 
a ghost town (though the av- 
thor hints that uranium finds 
may revive it), it was in 1860s, 
as fabulous and roaring a min- 
ing camp as Virginia City. It 
lay on the Pony Express route 
to the west, and in the valley. 
of the Reese river. 

This account, drawn to a 
great extent from the files of 
a lively newspaper called the 
Reese River Reveille, proves 
to be a fascinating story of the 
town, its people, the lusty 
times, and most of all, of the 
flavor of that apparently 
unique newspaper. The 
Reveille was prone to wit and 
humor, was not afraid to say 
what happened nor to poke 
fun at people and situations. 

If the town died laughing, it 
was because the newspaper 
made it laugh. A shortage of 
real news left the editor of 
this paper with the primary 
job of entertaining the mining 
camp and its motley popula- 
tion, including Chinese and 
Indians, and it devoted itself 
to an editorial policy, in the 
name of civic progress, which 
boosted enthusiastically and 
inclined to humorous dispar- 
agement of the undignified 
antics of the town dogs, 
drunks, desperadoes and fan- 
cy women. It printed the sort 
of trivia that gave a true pic- 
ture of a time and place, and 
also the soaring fancies of the 
immortal Sazerac Lying Club.

URANIUM REPORTED FOUND 
IN COUNTY IN IOWA 


DES MOINES, Ia., March 19 
(UP)— Uranium has been dis- 
covered on tracts of land in 
Marion county, authorities re- 
ported Friday. 

The exact location ‘of both 
plots is still a closely guarded 
secret, but George Baca, Ottum- 
wa engineer and geologist, said 
one discovery is within a 60- 
mile radius of Ottumwa. 

Baca said etrified wood 
“loaded with upahium” has been 
found in a 9600-acre area near 
Ottumwa.

Behind Forecast 


On Weather Ship 
In Rolling Atlantic 


(Editor’s note: Today's forecast did not begin 
and end with the local Weather Bureau. Part of it 
may have been based on information from far out 
in the Atlantic, where winds, pressure, temperature 
and humidity figure prominently in what kind of 
weather most of the nation can expect. Here’s the 


story of the men on the other side of your fore- 
cast.)

ARGENTIA, Newfoundland, March 19 (AP). 


LOWING into a northeasterly gale, white spray burst- 
Prise over her bows, the small ship pitched toward her 

lonely station. : 

One of the men wearing foul weather. gear near the 
ship’s' fantail suddenly 
pointed to starboard and 
exclaimed, “Look at her. 
The America!” 

There, a couple of 
miles distant, the United 
States liner America 
moved grandly, an ocean 
queen cutting the water 
from Europe down the 
northeastern continental 
approaches. If there was 
envy in the cold wet men, 
none expressed it. They 
simply stared at the big 
liner as she dipped her en- 
sign to their small ship— 
The United States Coast 
Guard cutter Rockaway. 

When the queen 
waved thus to the sailors, 
she observed a courtesy of 
the sea. But more, her gesture symbolized the profound 
respect of transatlantic mariners and airmen for the hardy 
Coast Guard men who serve on ocean weather stations,

If you fly the Atlantic or cross it by ship, you 

can be thankful for these weather stations. If you 

stay home, you still won’t escape their influence. 

for they help chart what everybody talks about— 

the all-prevailing weather that determines so many 

things: whether the Kansas City mailman will be 

late on his rounds . . . what will be the price of 
peaches in Paducah ... should you wear a raincoat 

to the office today? ... 


@BY INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT the Coast Guard 
mans four weather stations in the Atlantic: Bravo, off 
Labrador; Coca, between Newfoundland and Eire; Delta, 
midway between Newfoundland and the Azores; Echo, east 
of Bermuda. A Coast Guard cutter on ocean weather sta- 
tion has many roles. It carries four United States Weather 
Bureau observers whose findings are radioed to Washing- 
ton every three hours. It has a United States Public 
Health Service physician who may have to minister to a 
seriously ill seaman on a passing freighter. It operates an 
intermittent radio-beacon to guide transatlantic flights. 
x * * 

The men looked back at the towers of Man- 
hattan that early winter morning as the Rockaway 
slipped down the hafbor narrows for patrol on 
station Coca. No bands played and no crowds 
cheered. On the Staten Island pier there was only 
a silent wife and two little girls shouting, “G’by, 
Daddy, Daddy, Daddy .. .” their voices fading, 
their red-coated figures growing indistinct. 

“Thirty-five days,” a man said. 

“Maybe 30,” another said. 

“Thirty-five,” the first man said.

@ A COAST GUARD CUTTER is not an excursion ship. 
Men work. Almost everybody is a specialist in something, 
from cooking to radar operation. But everybody must also 
be an allround seaman. ; 

A cutter at sea must be proficient in 33 different drills. 
One of the most important is an airplane ditching rescue, 
which on more than one occasion has seen weather ships 
snatch survivors from distressed planes. In a realistic 
demonstration off the New England coast the first night 
out of New York, the Rockaway showed how a cutter would 
handle such a ditching operation. 

“The sea was relatively calm, the ceiling low when the 
drill plane, a B-17, reported itself in trouble. Men leaped 
to their stations. 
The Rockaway’s radar picked up the drill plane 50 miles 
away, established radio contact, and told the pilot to make 
identifying turns while his course was checked on radar. 

Steele ordered the ship about and depth charge pattern 
markers laid astern parallel to the swells. The pattern 
markers flared on the dark Atlantic in the outline of the 
“runway” down which the plane would come to ditch. At

the end of this runway the Rockaway came about and 
waited, lighted up like a Christmas tree, its radio-beacon 
on, its searchlights probing the blackness, 

The Rockaway’s five-inch gun crashed, sending up para- 
chute flares, and a mortar fired flares. until the Atlantic 
was almost as bright as day. Into this brightness, down 
the ocean runway of flares, roared the B-17, preceded by 
the stabbing searchlight. A raft splashed down in the 
exact spot where the plane would have ditched if in actual 
distress. Orders fell with precision. The Rockaway moved 
ahead, coming up on the raft and grappling it in three and 
one-half minutes. Thus it might have come alongside or 
sent boats alongside a ditched plane and rescued trans- 
atlantic travelers who had given themselves up as lost. 

Weather moves generally from west to east, so. these 
Atlantic ships seldom directly forecast the weather in the 
United States. But the speed with which a front moves 
across the ocean can influence the speed with which a 
storm may move on Kansas City or Paducah. The ships’ 
‘reports, co-ordinated in Washington with observations from 
hundreds of other points, contribute to that line in your 
daily paper which may read “fair” one day and “snow” the 
next.

Veteran Scotland Yard Inspector 


. Tells Own Story of Experiences 


While Serving as Prime Minister's 
Bodyguard for Almost 20 Years 


Walter H. Thompson 


(FIRST OF A SERIES.) 


Y name is Walter Henry 
Thompson. For most of my 
active life I was a member 
of Scotland Yard. For 19 and a 
half years of this period, my as- 
signment—day and night—was 


guarding the life of Winston . 


Churchill. 

When I first met him, in the 
spring of 1921, he was pacing 
about the study of his home in 
Sussex Square in London. Ten 
years before, when he was only 
36, he had been First Lord of 
the Admiralty. Now he was 
Secretary of State for Air and 
Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. 

As Churchill moved rapidly 
about, not looking up nor know- 
ing his privacy was about to be 
broken, he seemed almost lu- 
dicrously preoccupied. 

is Sgt. Thompson,” his 


secretary said quietly. Churchill 
stopped walking and léoked at 
me. 

“You wanted to see me?” he 
asked. 


I did not want to see him at 
all. I merely recited the orders 
from Scotland Yard—that I had 
been sent to guard his life. He 
asked me ‘how I planned to do 
that. Itold him. He was taking 
my measure, and he listened to 
me as if it were the most im- 
portant matter then before the 
Crown. He had the great gift of 
immediacy. And he had the 
greater one of dispatch. 

“Thank you, Thompson. I’ve 
no doubt that we'll get on well 
together.” We did, too. 

I had scarcely become accus- 
tomed to my new surroundings 
when I was bundled off to Egypt. 
Churchill, as Secretary for Air, 
was to determine whether an in- 
crease in the scanty air installa- 
tions of Egypt would relieve 
some of the pressures of duty 
and of occupation from the gar- 
risoned Tommies there. He had, 
as his guide, interpreter and gen- 
eral adviser for the involved 
condition of the whole Middle 
East the semi-legendary T. E. 
Lawrence of Arabia. 

Lawrence was an untidy chap, 
very slight indeed, . awkward, 
aloof, meditative. He was prob- 
ably the most important mem- 
ber_of our group, for three good 
reasons: he understood every 
detail of an unbelievably tangled 
situation, he spoke Arabic, and 
he was deeply loved, even ac- 
tively worshipped, by the. Arab 


‘world.

E were to take King Fuad’s 
Werain from Alexandria to 

Cairo. We got aboard quick- 
ly, always a wise thing to do. 
I kept watching Lawrence out 
of the tail of my eye and he in 
turn kept ‘looking out of the 
corridor windows. We were mov- 
ing at slow speed, approaching 
a grade crossing. There was the 
sudden sound of splintering 
glass. Two windows had been 


smashed, one ahead of the 
Churchill’s compartment and 
one behind, 


Lawrence, with a quiet. wave 
of the. hand, cautioned me to 
hold my position. He went to 
the end of the car. A huge mass 
of ugly-looking Egyptians, some 
fighting’ for a hold on the out- 
side window ledges, was chok- 
ing this stretch of the crossing. 
Stones began to rain up against 
the sides of all the cars and 
window after window tumbled 
inside the corridors and spilt 
glass over tha mulberry car- 
peting. 

I drew my revolver and kept 
it just beneath my jacket. My 
feet were apart to- catch the 
sway of the train. My elbows 
were in contact with each side 
of the compartment doorjamb. 
I would have been very hard 
to pass. We began to gather 
speed. Lawrence came back. 

“We'll' be all right. There’s 
nothing left to smash,” he said. 
We went in with the others. 
Porters in red uniforms and 
gold sashes began to sweep up 
the mess and toss the debris out 
the empty frames. Churchill 
looked up at me and smiled, 
then resumed his concentration 
over the Empire’s problems, ob- 
livious to his surroundings. 

There were several days of 
conferences in Cairo, then a few 
for sightseeing.

INSPECTOR THOMPSON 


NSPECTOR WALTER 
HENRY THOMPSON, a 
member of a family of 13, 
was born in Brixton, London, 
and went to work at the age 
of eight in order to supple- 
metit the family income. 
When he was 21 he joined 
the Metropolitan Police. He 
was soon transferred to the 
Special Branch of Scotland 
Yard, where he remained for 
29 years. For more than 19 
of these years he was Win- 
ston urchill’s bodyguard. 
He retired in 1936 and went 
into business for himself, but 
was personally called back 
to duty by Sir Winston in 
1939 and stayed by the Prime 
Minister’s . side . throughout 
the war. He has five children, 
one of whom was lost in ac- 
tion over Germany, and lives 
in New Romney, Kent, with 
his wife, Mary Shearburn 
Thompson. ;

I realized suddenly that 
Churchill, who was on my right 
flank at this moment, was pre- 
cariously close to being on his 
own right flank in the next 
stride or two, for he had bil- 
lowed off to one side of the 
saddle and was searching miser- 
ably for something to grab hold 
of. As I already knew from my 
own circumstance there was not 
anything a man could do for 
himself. I watched fascinated. 
So did a hundred sheiks on 
horesback.

E must have seen the dis- 
tress in my face and wished 
to spare me the embarrass- 
ment of speaking of it.

WASHINGTON, March 19 (INS). 
N ELUSIVE, hard-bitten veteran of crime ranks in seniority 
as the No. 1 man on the FBI “10 most wanted” roster. He is 
Henry Randolph Mitchell, 59, the only man named on the 
original “Ten Most Wanted” list published in 1950 who is still 
at large. He has been sought since Jan. 21, 1948, for a $10,000 


bank robbery at Williston, Fla. 


The FBI says of Mitchell: He 
is a veteran criminal, a profes- 
sional whose acts provide an 
endless chain of the same forces 
recurring in the line of march. 
He returns time and time again 
to prey on society. His time may 
be running out.” 

Mitchell’s criminal record 
dates back to 1924, when he was 
arrested in Tampa, Fla. on a 
bad check charge. He has served 
prison terms in Kentucky, Geor- 
gia, Florida, and New York. His 
offenses include grand larceny, 
burglary, robbery, forgery, and 
narcotics violations.

| No. 2—Fred J. Tenuto | 


This cold-blooded murderer 
and escape artist whose under- 
world nickname is “The Angel” 
has been a fugitive since 1947, 
when he scaled the wall of the 
Philadelphia county prison at 
Holmesburg, Pd. 

At the time, Tenuto was serv- 
ing a 10-to-20-year sentence for 
second-degree murder, He was 
convicted of slaying James De 
Caro in a lethal act of ven- 
geance. The murder resulted 
from a quarrel between Tenu- 
to’s friend, William O'Neill, and 
De Caro’s son, Dominic. 

Now 40, Tenuto has Had a 
criminal record since the age 
of 18. He was a prison compan- 
ion of the fabulous “Willie the 
Actor” Sutton, and his career is 
‘studded with clever escapes 
from custody. 

Only 5 feet, 5 inches tall, he 
is self-conscious about his short 
stature and is known to have 
worn “elevator” shoes to in- 
crease his height. 

The FBI: comments: “Tenuto 
commits crimes on the spur of 
the moment and has been 
known to stage a holdup for the 
purpose of obtaining beer 
money. He reportedly has 
boasted that he does not intend 
to be taken alive. In the rob-

The Ghost Town That 


Came Back fo Life 


How Fading Little Community of Decatur, Ark., Typical of Countless 


Small Centers, Fought Successfully to Regain Place in Economic Sun 


By Dickson Terry 


O appreciate what has taken 
T place at a little town in Ar- 

kansas called Decatur, you 
have to bear in mind what has 
been happening to little towns 
all over the United States. They 
have been dying, as the natives 
would say, on the vine. 


Some have been by-passed by 
new highways and left high and 
dry. Some have become so un- 
productive that the railroads 
have quit stopping, and in some 
cases abandoned the line alto- 
gether. The farm products which 
small communities used to ship 
out to the large produce centers 
have, in many cases, dwindled 
to nothing. The people who used 
to grow the carloads of beans 
and strawberries and apples 
have moved to the nearest city, 
drawn by the desire for regular 
wages, indoor plumbing and 
television sets. 

The only people who ever 
went anywhere were the people 


leaving town, and they went in 
droves. 


Especially the young 
people. 

Decatur was no exception. An 
old agricultural center which 
once was proud of the carloads 
of beans and strawberries it sent 
to market, it had fallen into the 
familiar pattern. By about 1950 
the town had no more future 
than a‘ cake of ice. 

But unlike a lot of other little 
towns, it wasn’t content to sit 
around on the sunny side of the 
street in front of the post of- 
fice, talking about better days, 
and listening to its own arteries 
hardening. This is the story of 
how at least one small town 
shook itself loose from the grip 
of civic decay and went the 
other way. Last month Decatur 
was one of 11 communities in 
the country to win the All-Amer- 
ica City award for progress 
achieved through intelligent cit- 
zen action. 


Decatur has a population of 
390. It is an out-of-the-way 
town in Bénton county, in the 
northwest corner of Arkansas, 
an area, which, with a few excep- 
tions, hasn’t seen a great deal of 
change or excitement since a 
Civil War battle was fought at 
Pea Ridge, a few miles to the 
north of Decatur. 


The town’s origins, like those 
of many such hamlets, have been 
lost in the mists of time. One 
of the oldest residents, Judge 
Dave Compton, who served five 
terms as county judge, has been 
making some effort, now that 
Decatur has achieved a measure 
of fame, to find out how the 
town started. People like this 
writer keep popping into town 
and asking these kind e ques- 
tions.

HE name of the town, Judge 

T Compton said, was originally 

Corner Springs. It got its 
name from a huge spring abouta 
quarter of a mile from what is 
now the center of town, and the 
spring was right where the road 
turned. For as long as the mem- 
ory of man reaches, the spring 
has been the town's water sup- 
ply. 

It has always been assumed 
that when the town got the name 
of Decatur, it was named for 
Stephen Decatur. Perhaps it was, 
but no one knows for sure. Dur- 
ing and after Civil War times 
it appears the town was nothing 
but a general store, and the 
spring was the reason for its 
existence. But about 1876 a 
group of citizens decided the 
town had grown large enough 
to merit a postoffice. They sent 
a petition to Washington, along 
with several suggested names, 
Washington gave them the post- 
office, but rejected the names. 
Somebody from on high, the 
judge recalls, simply sent word 
that the town’s name would be 
Decatur, and Decatur it became. 

In 1894 the Kansas City South- 
ern railroad came through, 
working its way toward Fort 
Smith and Texas, and for a num- 
ber of years the town became a 
great producer of apples, beans, 
strawberries and grapes. 
shipped so many beans 
Decatur that it became known 
all up and. down the line as 
“bean town.” 

“I'vé seen’ the day when we 
sent off as many as 1500 ham- 
pers of green 
‘judge recalls. “We shipped out 
as many as 14 or 15 cars of 
grapes a day, 440 crates to the 


beans a day,” the ©

URING these days, too, the 
Drown had two canning facto- 

ries, and times were good. 
The old timers have a hard time 
putting their finger on exactly 
what happened through the years 
to change the economic picture. 
There was the depression, for 
one thing, which brought low 
prices for produce, and farm 
people started coming to town 
to get a job. 

“They had bought things on 
credit, and they had to pay for 
them,” one citizen pointed out, 
“and they didn’t want to sit 
around and wait for a crop. They 
wanted weekly wages.” 

There were drouth years too, 
which did their share. The young 
people started leaving for the 
big city. The business houses 
were in the hands of a few old 
timers who were like cougars at 
the water hole. They eyed one 
another, but they were united 
against anyone who tried to 
come in and start a business. 

The changes that have taken 
place in Decatur are due in no 
small part to hard work and 
civic enterprise, butifate played 
its part too. There were several 
funerals and the old order 
changed. 

With: the exception of the 
coming of the railroad back in 
94 nothing of any significance 
had happened to Decatur. It had 
no illustrious sons or daughters 
of whom to boast, and one year 
was pretty much like another. 
“No high spots,” says Judge 
Compton, “but quite a few low 
ones.” 

The lowest one was reached 
in 1952, At the time the town’s 
only industry was a poultry pro- 
cesging plant. The town had no 
sewer system. A small stream 
runs alongside the one-block 
business district. The plant was 
dumping its refuse in the creek, 


and it created a situation which 
caused a lot of townspeople to 
protest. On the heels of that 
came labor trouble, and the pro- 
cessing plant pulled stakes and 
left town. 


Not long after that the drug 
store gave up and closed its 
doors. The pool room was next, 
and then the cafe and finally 
the filling station. The barber 
held out as long as he could, 
but there wasn’t even enough 
hair-cutting to keep him alive, 
so the shop closed. The town’s 
newspaper had given up several 
years before, and the bank had 
been a victim of the drepression 
years. Decatur had all the as- 
pects of a ghost town in the 
making. People who had any 
banking business to do had to 
travel every day to Siloam 
Springs, a dozen miles away. A 
man even had to leave town to 
get a haircut. 


That’s how -things stood in 
Decatur when Lloyd Peterson, 
one morning in the spring of 
1952, looked down the main 
street of the town and realized 
that its fate hung in the bal- 


ance. Something, he decided, 
had to be done. 
Peterson, incidentally, is a 


man to reckon with. He is 42 
years old but looks 32. He is 
short and wiry and has a crew 
cut, a nose like an ex-pug and a 
determined chin. He was born 
and raised in Decatur. His fa- 
ther was in the real estate busi- 
ness, buying and selling farms. 
He finished high school but did 
not go to college because he 
could not afford it. He started 
selling papers and doing odd 
jobs around Decatur when he 
was in the fifth grade, and from 
that day on he never asked his 
father for a nickel. 


During the years the country 
around Decatur had changed 
from agriculture to dairy and 
poultry. Money was being made 
on chickens. In 1937, when he 
was 24, Peterson took his sav- 
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ings and bought a bunch of baby 
chicks. A couple named Mary 
and Earl Nelson from St. Louis 
had bought a farm near Decatur, 
and they raised the chickens for 
market, with Peterson supplying 
the feed. They made $107, which 
they split. 

That first year they raised 
3000 chickens. The next year 
they raised 7000. Then Peterson 
took his share of the profits and 
bought four used incubators and 
went into the hatchery business. 
His capacity was 12,000 chicks. 
Today he turns out close to 4,000,- 
000 chicks a year. 

His chicks are hatched with 
the aid of the latest scientific 
equipment, Thirty-three modern 
incubators, each with a capacity 
of 10,800 eggs, produce about 
55,000 chicks a day, allowing for 
loss.

T’S the chicken-egg-chicken 
| process on a grand scale. The 

company places the chickens on 
supervised farms. They buy back 
the eggs to produce more chick- 
ens, sell the baby chicks back 
to the farmer, along with the 
required feed. There are from 
750,000 to a million chickens on 
the various farms all the time. 
When they are nine to 10 weeks 
old they go to a processing plant, 
where they are cleaned, frozen 
and then shipped all over the 
United States to maintain the 
national tradition of ee 
every Sunday. 

So Peterson himself had a lot 
at stake when he decided some- 
thing had to be done to save 
Decatur. The first thing he did 
was call together four other De- 
other business men. He painted 
for them a picture of what ap- 
peared to be Decatur’s future 
and it was a grim one. He out- 
lined a plan for the organiza- 
tion of what would be called 
the Decatur Development Corp. 
The members, besides Peterson, 
were Tom Edmiston, chicken 
grower; Tom North, auto dealer; 
Irvin Hepner, dairyman; Arch 
Roller, grocer, and J. R. Kincaid, 
hardware dealer. A significant 
thing about the organization is 
the fact that with the exception 
of Kincaid and Peterson, the 
members are in their late twen- 
ties and thirties. 

“We either go forward or 
backward,” Peterson told them. 
**It’s the trend in all small towns 
like this. If we don’t go forward, 
we simply —

ETWEEN them they raised 
Besse. 000, and formed the not- 

for-profit Decatur Develop- 
ment Corp. The first thing they 
did was build a $250,000 chicken 
processing plant, which they 
leased for 10 years to the Sey- 
mour Processing Co., a Kansas 
concern. 

The lease, however, was con- 
tingent on a sewer system, which 
had been the source of trouble 
between the town and the other 
company. They set out to get a 
sewer system. Some die-hards 
had sat on the street corners 
and said they couldn’t build a 
processing plant. The same ones 
said they could never get its 
sewer system. But the group 
persuaded the townspeople to 
vote a $39,000 bond issue for a 
basic sewer system which woubd 
take care of the processing plant 
and the downtown district. The 
sewer system was installed, and 
is gradually being expanded. 

The town had been getting 
its water supply from Corner 
Springs. During recent drouth 
years there had been water 
shortages. While the people 
were in the proper mood, they 
voted another $11,000 to dig two 
deep wells to augment the wa- 
ter supply. 

In February, 1953 the process- 
ing plant opened, providing em- 
ployment for several hundred 
people. Its payroll of almost 
$10,000 a week brought the first 
flush of prosperity. The whole 
town caught the spirit of pro- 
gress and from then on there 
was no stopping Decatur. 

The development organization 
decided the town should have a 
bank. There were still a few 
skeptics who said now they 
really were biting off more than 
they could chew. But they didn't 
think so. They set up a bank 
committee and started selling 
They discovered they 
could have sold two or three 
times as much as they needed. 
They didn’t want a one-man, or 
even a one-group bank in town, 
so they sold nobody more than 
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ON THE WAY OUT. 


10 per cent. They wound up 
with 49 stockholders. 

Peterson and some of the com- 
mittee went to Little Rock to get 
a charter. The old bank had 
never had deposits of more than 
$80,000 and the state bank com- 
missioners were doubtful that 
Decatur could support a bank. 
They passed the buck to the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
and Peterson and the banking 
committee made two trips to St. 
Louis. There they met with the 
same skepticism. But after sev- 
eral more trips to the Commis- 
sion at Little Rock, they were 
granted a charter. 

An official of the FDIC, Pet- 
erson recalls, said, “I shouldn't, 
but I’m going to go along with 
you boys. I don’t think you'll 
ever reach a half million in 
deposits.” 

The bank opened in August 
1954. Somewhat to the surprise 
of both groups of officials, the 
first day’s deposits came to 
$304,000, and at the beginning 
of this year deposits were up 
to $524,000. Decatur is aiming 
for a million.

N the heels of the major 

developments came other im- 

provements. The development 
corporation built a stock auc- 
tion barn, and now weekly auc- 
tions of horses, cattle and mules 
bring buyers from miles around. 
The little creek which used to 
be a sewer has been cleaned up 
and landscaped and made into 
an attraction, rather than an 
eyesore. Roads in and out of 
town have been blacktopped. 
The State Fish and Game de- 
partment built a 90-acre lake at 
the edge of town which has be- 
come an attractive resort and 
the site of outdoor sunrise serv- 
ices each Easter. 

The bank has been approved 
by the FHA for building loans, 
and for the first time as far 
back as anyone can remem 
new homes are being built in 
Decatur. 

The greatest change, however, 
has been in the face of the 
downtown district. A few years 
ago it looked like all old and 
tired towns. The buildings were 
crumbling, the corrugated iron 
awnings over the sidewalks were 
rusted and falling. In general 


it looked like a town that time 
had passed by. 

Peterson tore down part of 
the main street and erected a 
modern brick, plate glass and 
chromium office building and 
plant. The cafe and the rest of 
the stores up and down main 
street now have modern brick 
and stone fronts, and the new 
bank is something of a marvel 
with its shiny, modern black and 
chrome front and its walnut pan- 
eled interior. 


One day the people discovered 
that the druggist had come back. 


Pretty soon the barber returned., 


One grocery store had hung on, 
and a new one opened up. The 
filling station was reopened, and 
a newspaper, the first in nearly 
20 years, is giving the town a 
try. It’s a weekly called the De- 
catur Herald. 

Kincaid, the hardware man, 
has doubled the size of his store 
and stock, and has opened a 
small furniture store across the 
street. A lumber company from 
nearby Bentonville opened a 
large branch and put up a mod- 
ern building. Every store build- 
ing in toWn is now occupied, and 
the town has things it never had 
before. For instance, Audrey’s 
Beauty Shoppe. The develop- 
ment group built a baseball park 
for $7500, and this year they 
hope to have a town team to 
compete with other small towns 
in the county. And there is talk 
of a movie theater. 

On Saturdays the townspeople 
and farmers no longer head for 
Siloam Springs, and Springdale 
and Rogers and Bentonville in 
search of something to do. They 
can be found on the main street 
of Decatur, and on a pleasant 
Saturday afternoon it’s all a 
body can do to get from the cafe 
to the bank. 

“Here’s one of the things 
we're proudest of,” said Peter- 
son as we walked down the 
street andstopped in front of a 


building whose age had been 


partially concealed by fresh 
paint and new glass.

The most striking device 
dreamed up to provide money 
is the Equalization of Burdens 
Law, passed after bitter contro- 
versy and 422 public hearings. 

It works on the assumption 
that war damage was accidental, 
so those who escaped should pay 
50 per cent of the value of all 
their property (even bank ac- 
counts) into a special Equaliza- 
tioh of Burdens Bank to help 
refugees and those bombed out. 

“The idea,” Middelmann ex- 
plained, “‘was that after the war 
what a man owned no longer 
depended on his merit. It was 
luck.” 


As to Middelmann’s technique | 


for caring for the vast flood of 
refugees and expellees, let's go 
back to 1945 when 1100 people 
were arriving every morning. 

Obviously, the little city of 
Karlsruhe couldn’t absorb them, 
so Middelmann quickly can- 
vassed the 2000-square-mile area 
surrounding the town and estab- 
lished eight receiving camps in 
commandeered schools, hospi- 
tals, hotels and movie houses. 

Soon the Monday trainload 
was being moved to Camp “A,” 
the Tuesday load to Camp ‘“B” 
and so on. 

By the time he had accumu- 
lated about 80,000 charges it had 
become obvious that the single 


garment each one owned was | 


wearing out and that something 
must be done. 

From an American general in 
Heidelberg, Middelmann got 225 
tons of torn, worn-out tents, 
socks and flour sacks, classed as 
junk. He took this to a tent fac- 
tory and had it sorted, selling 
the factory 36 tons of the best 
pieces. This paid for the sorting. 

From, his refugees he picked 
nine tailors, assigned 30 seam- 
stresses to work with each one, 
borrowed sewing machines, and 
produced 83,000 garments. Com- 
pleted garments were sold to 


refugees for $1.50 each, which 
provided cash to pay the tailors, 
the women, and the Army. 

The 42,000 pairs of socks were 
shipped to old women’s homes, 
| where the residents washed and 
darned them. When they came 
back, Middlemann sold them to 
refugees for 4 cents a pair. The 
flour sacks were made into bed 
sheets, and the tents, useless as 


fabric, were shredded to make 


filling for 6000 mattresses. 
Later, Middelmann found more 
than 500,000 old and 350,060 new 
dwelling units for refugees, which 
took care of some 4,000,000 indi- 
viduals, but these were not 
enough. To illustrate, he point- 
ed out that 51 per cent of all refu- 
gees are still cooking in sleeping 
rooms. 
Encouraging, however, is the 


fact that he found jobs for 

2,800,000, and set up 8000 smal! 

factories and 55,000 handicraft | 
shops. Other refugees have made 

a large contribution to Germany's

Without the Chinese Commu- 
nists to bail them out, the North 
Korean army could well meet 
the same fate that befell it at 
Inchon. The armies were broken 
and most of their heavy equip- 
ment was captured. 

The Chinese Communists al- 
ready have what they want out 
of North Korea. This is a base 
for heavy industry which joins 
heavily industrialized Man- 
churia.

The rice the Chinese would 
have got from South Korea they 
got anyway—in the Red river 
Delta of north Indochina. 

The risks for Red China in 
Korea are many, the advantages 
few. 

The United States has warned 
that renewed aggression will re- 
sult in mass bombing of indus- 
trial complexes in Manchuria. 
The United States also has pub- 
licly committed itself to defend 
South Korea by signing a mu- 
tual defense treaty last year. 

ROK Army Developed. 

South Korea also has devel- 
oped one of the largest standing 
armies in the world. This is far 
different from that day in 1950 
when a poorly armed constabu- 
lary force met the first North 
Korean onslaught. 

South Korea has 20 divisions 
on active duty. Another 10 re- 
serve divisions will be filled out 
by June. The South Korean air 
force has been promised 75 Sa- 
bre jets by the end of the year. 

The reinforcement of the 
South Korean army has been | 
accompanied by a withdrawal of | 
United States forces in compli- | 
ance with armistice terms. | 

Gen. ‘Lee Hyung Keun, chair- | 
man of South Korea’s joint chief 
of staff, said last August North 
Korea had received 200 Russian- | 
made tanks, 300 pieces of heavy | 
artillery, 255 jet fighters and 42 
medium MET bombers. | 

Only Mentioned Fighters. 

The United Nations command 
mentioned only the illegal in- | 
troduction of 150 jet fighters in | 
its protest to the neutral na- 
tions supervisory cdOmmission. 
Conceivably, the artillery and 
tanks could be replacement of 
equipment the Chinese Reds 
took with them when they left. 

With the Russians and Red 
Chinese beefing up North Korea 
and the United States bolster- 
ing the South Korean army, the 
entire peninsula once more is 
an armed camp. 

Thus, South Korea probably 
could not—as has been specu- 
lated—send volunteer forces to 
help the Chinese Nationalists on 
Formosa. 

South Korean intervention in 
the Formosa situation undoubt- 
edly would bring retaliation in 

Korea. So the best South Korea 
probably will do is give the Na- 
tionalists morale support. 

Gen. Lee summed up the Ko- 
rean attitude recently by saying: 

“We are too busy defending 
ourselves.”

Now With New 


Tools, Sprays 


Spring heralds our mew garden 
season with a fanfare of bloom, 
Her first timorous approach be-. 
gan weeks ago, with the deli: 
cate flowers of siowdrops and 
witch-hazel. Just now we can 
see the bright gold of crocuses 
and, forsythia everywhere, and 
soon there will be a breath. 
taking display of exotic mag: 
nolias. Plump buds of flowering 
peaches, cheeries ind crabs are 
poised ready to Burst into 


riotous color. Omiipotent, irre. 
sistible spring! 

Already sprimg has beckoned 
to the gardener, who is some 
thing of a hardy perennial him- 
self. Since time begam man ha; 
doubless felt the urge to turn 
the soil and to plamt seeds in 
the fresh brown earth. The urge 
must be literally as old as the 
hiils—only mam’s methods are 
new. 

The modern gardener has new 
tools and new ways of doing 
things. His ‘work can proceed at 
a faster tempo. with much les; 
drudgery, thamks to new and 
efficient equipment, including 
the wide variety of power tools, 

In this era of “mechanized” 
gardening, even srmall grass 
plots -are now cut with power 
mowers, many of them self- 
propelled. There are “riding 
mowers,” as well as others 
equipped with a sulky seat, so 
that the operator rmay sit in 
comfort as he works. Most of 
these grass - cutting machines 
can serve as leaf mulchers as 


well, and some have sprayers, 
cultivators, seeders, fertilizer 
spreaders and other attach. 
ments. 


Versatile Machines. 

For the chore of cutting gras; 
away from. walks, trees or bor. 
ders, there are efficient electric 
trimmers. Both electric and gas- 
powered edgers tre available, 
and one machime has an adjust- 
able blade that can also be set 
horizontally and used as a trim: 
mer. Electric hedge trimmer: 
can now give that well-groomed 
look not only to hedges, but also 
to ground cover plartings. 

The laborious task of digging 
the soil may now be done more 
quickly and effectively with any 
one of a number of garden till 
ers. Some of the large power 
cultivators can work the soil al- 
most as deeply as a plow, and 
many of these heavy-duty im- 
plements have attachments for 
lawn-cutting amd other garden 
tasks. 

Among the new cultivators are 
small tillers that can even be 
used in rose"6r perennial beds. 
One type can be comverted into 
a power saw, and another has 1 
variety of attachments. A small 
mechanical hoe has mo motor of 
its own, but is powered by the 
motor of an ordinary one-quar- 
ter-inch drill. 

Each year there are mew 
“heavy duty” garden tractors for 
the sundown farmer. These et- 
ficient machines, which develop 
five to six horsepower, may be 
operated at from ome and one- 
half to ‘five amd one-half miles 
an hour, and most of them also 
have two or three speeds in re-

Banking ‘On the House’ to Be 
The Order of the Day at New 
Wellston State Bank Building 


Roof-Top Operation to 


Begin With Opening 
of Structure on Easton 
Avenue — Parking 
Area Also Arranged. 


The banking—at least part of 
it—will be, literally, on the 
house next weekend when the 
State Bank of Wellston moves 
from its very narrow (24 feet 
wide) little bank at 6209 Easton 
avenue to a new 97-foot wide 
building at 6313 Easton avenue. 
At the new building, where the 
roof comes even with the ground 
at the rear, automobiles can 
drive right out over the roof 
and motorists can do banking at 
two snorkel-periscope kiosks. 
There will be normal indoor 
banking procedures on the 
bank’s main floor below, at the 
Easton avenue street level, of 
course, 

In tightly built-up Wellston, 
where parking area is at a pre- 
mium, it was a happy solution 
for Wellston State to be able to 
put the drive-in windows on the 
roof, thanks to topography that 
puts Theodosia avenue (in the 
rear and less congested than 
Easton) at roof-top height. 
There's a big parking lot, 100 
by 130, fronting on Theodosia 
and reaching to the bank roof; 
where there’s also some parking 
area in addition to the drives 
that lead to the snorkel tubes. 
A stairway and self-service ele- 
vator lead down from the roof 
into the main banking room for 
those who want to park and go 
inside. 

With Weather Tower. 


The bank will retain its pres- 
ent parking lot on Kienlen ave- 
mue, a half block away, for 

liary service. \ 
ause the one-story con- 


struction and the high rear 
topography keeps the new bank 
below the general skyline, the 
building has been topped with 
a 100-foot-tall revolving in- 
signia tower that’s capped by a 
barometer and thermometer 
controlled weather -caster . that 
glows red when temperature’s 
rising, white when it’s falling 
and green when it’s steady. 


The new building, of rein- 


forced concrete in structural 
design for fireproof protection, 
was designed by Architect Ber- 
nard Bloom and was built by 
the George L. Cousins, Con- 
tracting Co. It is more than 
150 feet deep and has approxi- 
mately 13,000 square feet of 
space on the Easton avenue 
floor. 

The facade is finished in a 
highly, polished Minnesota rain- 
bow granite and constructed 
with special one-piece corner 
slabs. 

Deors at ‘the entrance to the 
outer lobby and the interior 
open automatically as customers 
approach. Four projecting dis- 
play windows will be trimmed 
regularly to merchandise bank 
services. 

The interior is styled in a 
modern theme with brown and 
beige colors predominating. 
Tellefs’ cages and check desks 
are designed with a soft, glow- 
ing plastic plywood, walnut fin- 
ish, with marble base and deal 
plates. The hardwood finish on 
the interior walls is an archi- 
tectural flitch matched walnut 
paneling. The majority of. the 
walls are covered with a wash- 
able vinyl plastic fabric. 

All Floodlighted. 

Floors in the public space 
area are terrazzo and the ceiling 
accoustically treated. A system 
of direct, recessed and indirect 
lighting has been installed. The

It trains men for the 
priesthood and for the monastic 
life and serves persons outside 
the order. Operations are fi- 
nanced by farm work, including 
the maintenance of orchards and 
vineyards, and the Pius X group 
has become known in this area 
for its making of apple butter. 

Educational, cultural and mis- 
sion activities are carried on 
throughout the world by the 
Benedicts, who have monasteries 
in many places. There is one 
at Conception, Mo., the original 
unit in Missouri, from which the 
Pius X group was developed, 
and ohe at Benet Lake, Wis., 
also developed by. the original 
Missouri group.

When the Benedicts take over 
the new Jefferson county prop-

Glimpse O’ Glory already has

Porsaatile Are 
Most Satistying 
Of All Plants

Perennials are the most satis- 
factory plants I grow in my gar- 
den. Firmly established, with 
good food, enough moisture and 
a summer and winter mulch, 
they come back year after year. 
By planning carefully and tak- 
ing pains to work out a good 
basic design, you can grow many 
varieties in a small area. 

Our garden measures 50 by 50 
feet. The terminal feature is a 
large rose-covered pergola, with 
wide flower borders ons each 
side. Along the west edge of 
the lawn there is a bed of flori- 
bunda and hybrid tea roses, 
while hybrid iris and oriental 
poppies are planted on the east- 
ern border. Since the back 
porch that extends out from the 
house was set rather high, a 
rock garden was built to tie the 
house to the garden. 

A sweet gum, sour gum and a 
Montmorency cherry tree fur- 
nish just enough shade and add 
needed vertical accents. The 
cherry provides lacy bloom for 
the spring garden, and in June 
it is host to the birds. 

Drifts of Color. 

The perennial plants in the 
background borders are arranged 
in groupings to make drifts of 
harmonious color. My plan also 
puts emphasis on continuous 
bloom from early spring until 
frost. When large groups of 
plants have finished blooming 
they leave ugly gaps or holes. 
Since this shouldn't happen in 
a well planned border, I fill 
these vacancies with summer an- 
nuals, Sueh old favorites as 
zinnias, marigolds and _ fall 
blooming asters give color and 
motion to the border. 

Starting with the edging, we 
have that symbol of springtime, 
the narcissus, in many varieties, 
including some of the new pink 
shades. Behind these is a bor- 
der of old fashioned sweet- 
william and next are campanu- 
las, columbines, chinese delphin- 
iums and stokes aster. 

About 20 varieties of hemero- 
caflis fill the center of the bor- 
der, and interspersed with these 
plants are shasta daisies, scarlet 
monarda and veronica. Next are 
the tall phlox, delphiniums and 
hardy chrysanthemums. 

Resist Dry Weather. 

Of all the plants in the garden 
the hemerocallis and delphin- 
iums give me the most satisfac- 
tion and pleasiire. I like the 
hemerocallis because they are so

Give the Home a Springtime — 
Lift With Color From Outside

Nothing brings a living room 
to life faster in the spring than 
a distinctive, well-designed ar- 
rangement’ of forced branches. 
Arrange branches high, or ar- 
range them wide. Either way 
they’re handsome. 

Happily for the homemaker, 
spring branches practically ar- 
range themselves. Their curves 
are slow and rhythmical. Their 
feeling is expressive. Their 
colors range from the brown- 
gray of the branches to the vi- 
brant yellows, soft pinks, reds 
and lilacs of the buds. Their 
possibilities are unlimited, used 
by themselves or combined with 
other plant material. 

However, harmonizing your 
arrangement to your home is 
sometimes overlooked. If you 
have cut the branches lovingly, 
forced them carefully, arranged 
them thoughtfully, and the re- 
sulting flower picture does not 
make your winter-bound spirits 
soar, the trouble probably 
hinges on one of two things. 
Either the mood of the arrange- 
ment is not harmonious to its 
setting. Or the color of the ar- 
rangement is not harmonious to 
your home. If you pay special 
attention to harmony, your ar- 
rangement of forced branches 
will serve you right, and be- 
come a welcome addition to 
your home’s decorating scheme. 

But, Try Willows. 

Take forsythia, for example, 
forced and ready for arranging. 
Of course you reach for that

you've used for years for for- 
Of course you put the 


sythia. 
arrangement on the, mantel, 
flanked by yellow candles. And 
of course the forsythia screams 
at the. rose-colored walls and 
drapes, just as it has screamed 
at them for years. Yellow for- 
sythia treated modernly in a 
predominantly rosy Victorian 
room is not serving you right, 
either color-wise or mood-wise. 
But substituting pussywillow 
for the forsythia, a silver bowl 
and candlesticks for the yellow 
ceramic, and your first spring 
flower arrangement will relax 
on the mantel, in tranquil color 
and mood harmony with your 


rosy room. 
Spring is the season of 
change. There is a natural 


awakening of attitudes, a reach-

for something different, wheth- 
er it be a new Easter hat, a 
new chocolate pie recipe, or a 
new patented rose. Technically 
speaking, in planning a flower 
arrangement, you select the 
container and plant material 
simultaneously for best go-to- 
gether qualities. But since 
spring is coaxing you to make 
a change, why not succumb to 
spring’s wishes? 

Start with just a pinholder 
and your forced or budded 
branches, plus whatever accent 
plant material your garden of- 
fers, such as tulips or hyacinths. 
Make a simple basic arrange- 
ment in the pinholder, letting 
the natural motion of the 
branches set the arrangement 
pattern or dgsign.

By mid-May 
summer bedding plants may be 
added — gay geraniums, sweet 
sultan and petunias, with trail- 
ing lantana or plumbago to add 
a touch of lavender or blue. 
Vibrant Splashes. 

If it’s a spacious box that en- 
joys abundant sunlight, flori- 
bunda roses may be used for an 
even longer season of bloom, 
Although the first cost is high- 
er, in the end this may be an 
economy, eliminating the need 
for replanting year after year, 

For- best effect select such 
low-growing types as Pigmy 
Gold, Pygmy Red, Pinkie or 

opaz, a dwarf plant which has 
creamy yellow flowers. A very 
new variety, called Charlie 
McCarthy, is said to make a 
foot-high mound of glistening 
green foliage, studded with 
sparkling white blooms. 

Beds of floribunda roses may 
be a part of the over-all design 
of the front yard planting.

The 
old-fashioned roses seem. best 
suited to informal beds or mixed 
borders.. The heaviest roses are 
the true rugosas; these alone are 
sufficiently substantial to mould 
the shape of the garden, even 


only a few fascinating possibili- 
ties. 

The old moss roses, which can 
be pegged down for handsome 
effect, will also contribute some- 
thing different to the garden. 
Eglantine, a tall strong-growing 
shrub rose with the unforget- 
table a foliage and 
small single flowers in spring, is 
the Sweetbrier of ancient times. 
It requires room, but makes 
truly handsome display. The 
Chestnut rose with its fern-like 
foliage will invariably enrich any 
spot in the border or back- 


ground. 
New Ones Soon 

A further distinct contribution 
to the garden is made by the 
gay Polyanthas and Floribundas, 
along with the Grandifloras, 
which have only recently come 
into use. The hybridizers are 
currently turning their skill to

Some of the true rugosas and 
their hybrids are admirable, 
large rounded shrubs and will 
remain content in any reason- 
able soil if given a_ six-foot 
square of space. Their ultimate 
height is about six feet. They 
revel in a multitude of rich 
glossy leaves, and some will 
flower throughout the season.

With proper care it is possible 
to get a surprising yield from a 
pocket-sized garden. In the 
February issue of Popular 
Gardening magazine, Francis C, 
Coulter tells of a productive 
little 9x12-foot garden that pro- 
duced green beans, tomatoes, 
swiss chard, bush squash and 
salad crops for a family of four! 

To get big yields from a small 
plant, the gardener must build 
up a mineral-rich, organic-rich 
soil. A balanced chemical fertili- 
zer should be applied at the rate 
of four pounds to 100 square 
feet. To increase both the yield 
and food value of the vegetables, 
fine-screened limestone rock 
(not hydrated lime) should’ be 
spread at the rate of 20 pounds 
to one hundread square feet. 
Superphosphate, laid down in

I usually raise my own del- 
phiniums from seeds, sowing 
them right after they are har- 
vested, since they germinate 
best when fresh. If seeds are 
kept till the next spring, they 
should be stored in a refriger- 
ator. 

Seeds may be sown the last of 
August for the next year’s mid- 
summer bloom. The trick in hot 
weather is to keep the seed box 
dark and cool until germina- 
tion takes place. Then gradu- 
ally admit light and air, keep- 
ing the soil moist but never wet. 
When the seedlings show two 
or three true leaves, they may 
be transplanted to the garden. 

There are many fine strains 
of hybrid delphiniums. Among 
the ones that I like best are the 
Pacific hybrids, King Arthur 
series; the Wrexham Holly- 
hock (which are English dou- 
bles); the Reinelt strain; the 
Round Table series, and espe- 
cially the Elaine pinks; and the 
Chinese dwarf delphiniums in 
white and blue. 

The rock garden is my special 
joy, for in it are planted many 
of our native wild flowers. To 
name a few, there @re blood- 
root, Dutchman’s-breeches, tril- 
lium, birdsfoot violets and wild 
delphinium, interspersed with 
small bulbs such as snowdrops, 
iris reticulata, crocuses and 
scillas. There are also a variety 
of small hardy plants that are 
adapted to growing in the 
rockery. 

This little garden heralds the 
first breath of spring, and all 
summer it is a delight, as it 


forms a low green carpet with 
a floral design.

Herb Garden 
Ts Small but 


Useful Area

' “A garden of herbs need be 


bo larger than the shadow of a | 


bush. Yet within it, as in no 
other, a mood of the earth ap- 
proaches and encounters the 


spirit of man. Beaneath these | 


ancestral leaves, the immemorial 
attendants of man, 


his pain, the earth underfoot is 
the earth of poetry and the hu- 
man spirit; in this small sun and 
shade flourishes a whole tradi- 
tion of mankind.” 


After reading these words of | 
Henry Beston, our very thoughts | 
are filled with the significance | 


that these humble little plants 
have played in all the years of 
recorded history. 

Herbs have been a source of 
“use and delight” to mankind 
Rinee they were brought to 
America by the early settlers. 
Their oils, seeds, roots and 
fragrant leaves are much in de- 
mand at the present and form 
the basis of world trade for 
many of our every day products. 


Type For Each. 

There may be as many types 
of herb gardens as there are 
herb gardeners. It is all a matter 
of individual preference. For a 
‘garden of culinary herbs, several 
plants of each of the following 
‘would produce a_ sufficient 
amount for the average needs: 
sweet basil, sage, rosemary, dill, 
sweet marjoram, summer savory, 
thyme, parsley, chives and tar- 
ragon. Of this group tarragon, 
thyme, and chives are peren- 
nials, and should be set out as 
small plants, while all the others 
will grow readily from seed. 
Tarragon, (Artemisia dracuncu- 
lus,) or “estragon,” as the true 
tarragon is called in France, 
must be propagated from cut- 
tings or by division of roots in 
the spring as it cannot be raised 
from seed. 

Herbs like to bask in the sun, 
and they must be in a location 


where there is good, drainage. | 


Good soil is essential, too. Herbs 
grown in poor soil 
slowly that the leaves become 
tough and bitter. By following 
the same fundamentals neces- 
sary for a vegetable garden, you 


can have a garden of savory |

The 
other method: spread the herbs 
loosely on a wire screen. When 
they are thoroughly dry they 
are ready to be stripped and 
stored.

Bureau Warns 


- Against Tree 


‘Fly-by-Nights’| 


Local homeowners were 
warned yesterday by Harry W. 
Riehl, president and general 
manager of the Better Business 
Bureau of St. Louis, Inc., to 
watch out for tree service quacks 
who soon may be soliciting busi- 
ness in this area. 

“Although tree surgery is a 
science when engaged in by 
trained and skilled technicians, 
it may be an outright fraud in 
the hands of the incompetent or 
the unscrupulous,” Riehl cau- 
tioned. In furtherance of its 
community protection program, 
the local bureau advised all resi- 
dents of this area to protect 
themselves and their trees by 
taking sensible precautions in 
dealing with tree surgeons of un- 
known reliability. The text of 
Riehl's statement follows: 

“Untold damage is done annu- 
ally to trees throughout the na- 
tion by unqualified and unscru- 
pulous men posing as tree ex- 
perts. Although tree surgery is 
a science when engaged in 
trained and skilled technicians, 
it may be an outright fraud in 
the hands of the incompetent or 
the unscrupulous. Since the 
fraud may not be evident to the 


‘ homeowner until after a tree 


dies, it is essential that home- 
owners protect themselves 
against this racket by becoming 
omen with the tricks of the 
tree ‘phonies,’ and how to avoid 
them. This is particularly ap- 
plicable to the fly-by-nights in 
this business, because they may 
not only damage trees and fleece 
homeowners, but, if uninsured, 
hold the homeowner liable for 
personal injury, as well. 

“In a recent article on this 
subject, the American Home 
Magazine suggested the follow- 
ing precautions: 

1. Be wary of unknown solici- 
tors. 

2. Before employing any tree 
man, check carefully with your 
county agricultural agent, better 
business bureau, or with a well- 
known nursery man or profes- 
sional gardener in your vicinity. 

3. Insist on references—and 
check them. 

4. Don’t rush! You can save 
your tree just as well tomorrow 
as today. 

5. Be wary of guarantees. A 
reputable tree surgeon can not 
guarantee to cure a sick tree any

after the tops have died down. 


Waiting for the tops to recede |' 


tries the patience of the ambi- 
tious gardener at a seasoh when 
the sap seems to rise through 
the handle of the spade and 
crcate a desire to dig. Also 
there is the untidy\ appearance 
in a choice location — even 
though one does plait the daf- 
fodil stalks into neat braids. It 
is of course possible to mow 
the tops down after flowering 
and plant new bulbs in the fall. 
Most flower lovers do nat have 
that kind of ruthlessness at 
heart, whether or not they have 
the necessary money at hand. 
To conserve the bulbs and yet 
easily remove a group of them 
from the désired space imme- 
diately after blooming is the 
primary objective of wire bas- 
ket planting. 

For a full understanding of 
how this affects conservation of 
the bulb, # is well to recall the 
major processes which take 
place during the annual bloom- 
to-bloom cycle. The first visible 
evidence of bulb action in 
spring is the emergence of the 
stem. ~However, if the bulb 
were dug up at any previdus 
time since planting the prior 
fall, it would be noted that 
feeder roots an inch long extend 
out from the base of the bulb. 
These bring in just enough 
water to keep the bulb fat and

As the stem emerges into 
light, it is observed to turn 
green, indicating the presence 
of chlorophyll and the start of 
photosynthesis—that marvelous 
process by which léaves utilize 
light from the sun, carbon di-

Relatively. little of the. food 
manufactured this year is used 
by this year’s top growth. Most 
of it is stored temporarily in 
the stalk, and after the bloom- 
ing period is transferred to the 
bulb to generate next year's 
growth and bloom. 


If the bulb were dug up any 
time between stem emergence 


and flower bloom, it would be 
observed that these previously 
noted feeder roots had multi- 
plied and extended themselves 
in every direction. They are 
now gathering in the quantities 
of mineral elements and water 
necessary to dissolve and carry 
them upward to “operation 
photosynthesis.” 


After the bloom, the rich 


green color of the stalk begins 
to fade. This is an indication 
that photosynthesis is stopping 
and transfer of food from the 
stalks to the bulb is beginning. 
Obviously, less light, water and 
mineral elements are needed 
now. And if we dig that bulb 
up once more it will be ob- 
served that the feeder roots 
are receding. Enough of them 
will be retained to take in suf- 


the food of the growing plant. 


ficient water to aid the food 


transfer and control fhe tem- 
perature of the plant. 


Thus it will be apparent that 
in a wire mesh basket the bulbs 
are held in a convenient group, 
but the feeder roots are not con- 


fined. A basket 12 inches long, 
nine inches wide and six inches 
deep, made of e-half inch 
mesh galvanized hardware cloth, 
nicely accommodates six fat 
bulbs of hyacinth, daffodil, or 
tulip. Close spacing is feasible 
because the basket is, each fall, 
set into a trench dug three or 
four inches longer, wider and 
deeper than the basket, and is 
entirely surrounded by new soil 
of the proper texture and fer- 
tility. 


These baskét are made easily 
from a roll of 24-inch wide hard- 
ware cloth cut in 21-inch 
iengths. Place a 9x12-inch pat- 
tern board in position on this 
and snip to'the corners, begin- 
ning six inches from each end. 
Bend up the 12-inch sides 
against the board, then the 
ends. Fold the extensions and 
brad these to the sides with 
pins easily made from alumi- 
num wire.

They Have Architectural Beauty, 
Engineering and Historic Interest 


A stone stai with cast iron balusters, 
pillar and handrail, leads from the 
basement to the first floor.

HE ARCHITECTURAL BEAUTY and unusual en- 
eering design of the Old Courthouse at 
ourth and Market streets hold, for many vis- 
itors, an interest rivaling that of the structure's his- 
toric aspects. Notable features include the winding 
cast iron stairways which, just off the great rotunda, 
connect the various levels. Their interest is historic 
as well as architectural and constructional, for they 
are characteristic of the period covering the Old 
Courthouse’s construction, 1839 to 1862. 
Cast iron at that time was much in vogue in 
St. Louis, and so were the ornate d in which 
the iron for the stairways is cast. e architects 
followed the e, but the age features of 
the staircases—the construction methods, the grace- 
ee curves—were probably determined by the height 
een levels, available space and, of course, con- 
sistency with the over-all architecture of the build- 


Like a giant whor! the spiral stairway coils 
majestically upward in its turret. Cast iron 
balusters, braced step members and wood 
handrailing form an intricate, fascinating 
geometrical pattern. This view is looking 
from the basement floor to the false sky- 
light, about 55 feet above in the ceiling of 
the third level. Spiral staircase was de- 
signed by Robert S. Mitchell, who was the 
building's architect from 1851 to 1857.

HE 23-YEAR CONTROL of the big mail order house of 
Montgomery Ward & Co. by 81-year-old Sewell L. 
Avery, chairman of the board, is being challenged by 
a New York and Florida financier born in St. Louis. 
Avery's rival is 42-year-old Louis E. Wolfson, who domi- 
hates business organizations with assets of $200,000,000. 
Montgomery Ward has an $700,000,000 in assets. 

Showdown in the fight is scheduled for next April 22, 
when the annual stockholders meeting will vote for mem- 
bers of the board of directors. Avery is up for re-election. 
If he wins and puts over his slate of directors, he will con- 
tinue to hold the upper hand. Wolfson’s hopes rest on put- 
ting in a Wolfson board. 

For that reason the contest centers mee getting 
voting control of some 6,700,000 shares of Montgomery 
Ward stock by obtaining actual ownership or by proxy. 
A court decision also may figure in the outcome. Mont- 
gomery Ward has in the past followed a staggered system 
of electing only three of the nine directors at each annual 
meeting. Wolfson has won an Illinois circuit court deci- 
sion against the system; if the lower court is upheld by the 
Illinois Supreme Court, Wolfson’s chance of getting control 
of the board of directors might be increased.

N THE LONGEST JURY TRIAL in Alabama history, Albert 
Puller was convicted of murdering Albert L. Patterson, who 
had vowed to drive out the criminal element controlling 

Phenix City. A circuit court jury at Birmingham, where the 
trial had been moved from Phenix Ci fixed Fuller's punish- 

ment at life in prison. The trial last 26 days, but the jury's 
deliberations took only six hours 40 minutes. 

Patterson was shot down in a Phenix City alley back of 
his law office last June 18, three weeks after he had won 
nomination for State Attorney General in a hotly contested __ 
Democratic ¢ primary. His nomination was tantamount to elec- 
tion in Al At the time of the shooting Fuller was 
chief deputy sheriff of Russell County, which included vice- 
and-rackets-ridden Phenix City. 

During the trial the state presented witnesses who placed 
Fuller at the scene. of Patterson's assassination just before 
and just after the shooting. Fuller's alibi, corro ed by 
several witnesses, was that he had been in the sheriff's office 
at the time. The state contended that Arch Ferrell, who was 
prosecuting attorney at Phenix City at the time, and Silas Gar- 
rett, who was then State Attorney General, were Fuller's part- 
ners in the murder conspiracy. Ferrell's trial on the murder 
charge is scheduled to start soon; Garrett left the state and 
is undergoing treatment for a mental disorder in Texas. 


Son and widow of A. L. Patterson enter courtroom just 
before the son, John Patterson, was called as first wit- 
ness in the Fuller trial. Young Patterson replaced his 
murdered father on the Democratic ballot, was elected 
State Attorney General. The elder Patterson's murder 
brought vigorous clean-up of Phenix City. The city, 
across Chatahoochee River from Columbus, Georgia, 


and Fort Benning, was under martial law seven months.

“Why do you have to drag the whole 
family with you?” he was asked. 

“I didn’t get married,” Jim answered,

PET PEEVES 


He doesn’t blow up often—but when that jaw sets, watch out

WASHINGTON. 
OT LONG AGO a White House 
guest, winking roguishly, told 
President Eisenhower an off- 

color story. Anger surged up Ike's 

neck and flooded his face. He bolted 
from his chair. “I must say,” he 
snapped, “that is out of place!” 

Like any President, Dwight Eisen- 
hower is human; like any human, he 
blows up occasionally. And few things 
make him angrier than a smutty story. 

This is typical of the man who, more 
than any other, bears the weight of the 
free world on his shoulders. He is sel- 
dom irked by the big problems he faces 
every day. But some minor irritation 
is apt to trigger his temper. 

Then his face clouds; his eyes turn 
cold; his jaw stiffens. He explodes 
audibly, the words flying like shrapnel. 
Sometimes he flies owt of his chair. 
But the outburst is short and quickly 
forgotten. ° 

Most of thé time, the President is 
as lively and buoyant as a Colorado 
mountain stream. His grin is infectious, 
his laugh uproarious, Slow to anger, 
livid when aroused, quick to regain his 
composure—this is Eisenhower. 

Keep it Boiled Down 

What gets his dander up? PARADE 
cornered a dozen of Ike’s intimates to 
find out. 

Ike won't swear in public or around 
women, no matter what the provoca- 
tion, though in stag company the Army 
in him sometimes crops out. He is 
scrupulously careful, however, not to 
degrade his office. “Don’t take your- 
self seriously, but take your office seri- 
ously,” is his favorite saying. 

The President expects his subordi- 
nates to be concise and accurate. If 
they ramble, he becomes irritated. He 
prefers. oral briefings and insists on 
boiled-down reports. Said one White 
House aide: “If you want to commit 
suicide, bring him a lengthy report and 
call it a brief.” 

Eisenhower often refers to his office 
as “the maelstrom.” Once, after sig- 
ing a mountain of papers, he was about 
to head for the golf course when an 
aide rushed up with more papers. That 
was the last’ straw. Ike almost chewed 
off the aide’s ear (but later apologized). 

At first the President balked over 
interrupting his work to receive the 
“must see” visitors. Now he seems al- 
most to enjoy these interludes. But he 
gets annoyed at anyone who wangles 
an appointment by saying he repre 
sents some public cause, then takes 
advantage of the opening to sell Ike 
a bill of goods or seek a favor. . 

Ike won't tolerate backbiting or tale- 
bearing. He is impatient over “boners. 
particularly those that hit the head- 
lines. When his top policymakers w¢re 
quoted in newspapers with conflicting 
statements about the atomic bomb, he

lectured them as if they were errant 
school children. 

Ike’s own relations with the press, 
strained at first, have improved under 
the expert hand of press secretary Jim 
Hagerty. But a loaded question at a 
press conference will still raise angry 
wrinkles on his face. Once, when a re- 
porter needled him about Senator Mc- 
Carthy, a flush rose up Ike’s collar. 
He glared angrily for a moment, then 
called for the next question. 

The most anger he has ever shown 
at a press conference was over a ques- 
tion hinting that he had once been close 
to Alger Hiss. Before the question was 
half out, Ike thundered: “What did you 
say? What did you say?” 

But nothing grates his temper worse 
than a “news leak.” When a columnist 
published his private notes on the farm 
problem, it upset the tranquility of the 
White House for days. 

Eisenhower doesn’t like to hold still 
for prolonged picture-taking. As one 
White House cameraman puts it: “We 
keep shooting until we notice a cloud 
come across his face. When he changes 
from a smiling President to a grim 
President, we just leave.” 

It doesn’t take much, however, to 
dispel the cloud. Once, after the Presi- 
dent had endured a seige of bursting 
flashbulbs, a photographer shouted: 

“Hold it a minute!” Ike scowled. 
“Why are you so slow?” he demanded. 
“Mr. President,” the cameraman said, 
“I’m a perfectionist.” The grim Presi- 
dent changed to a smiling President. 

Ike grows dour when he misses a 
golf shot or muffs a bridge play. On 
the golf course, he frowns on idle chat- 
ter or business talk. If his companions 
have anything to say, it had better be 
about the game. Otherwise, they'll be 
cut short with a stare. 

At the bridge table, he doesn’t hide 
his annoyance over foolish plays. In 
one game, Ike’s partner led the wrong 


card. Snapped Ike: “Good heavens, 
when you lead a card, you have to 
know where you are coming from and 
where you expect to arrive.” 

Other little things that irk the Presi- 
dent: 

He doesn’t like to struggle into 
starchy, formal clothes. 

He gets fed up at times with the 
public spotlight. After reading news ac- 
counts of his dysentery attack in April, 
1953, he complained: “Gosh, I can’t 
even have a bellyache in private!” 

He doesn’t like to be pushed into 
hasty decisions. He stiffens when any- 
one pressures him. 


He grows restless on long airplane . 


flights, takes frequent walks to the 
cockpit, peers out the windows. 

He frets over the constant security 
on his movements. “All this confine- 
ment gets on my nerves at times,” he 
told a recent visitor. 


Danger Signals 

When a presidential storm is brew- 
ing, Ike flashes danger signals that 
White House aides now recognize. If 
he wipes his hand slowly across his 
mouth or fidgets with the cap on his 
front tooth, it’s a sign his patience is 
waning. Sometimes he jumps up and 
Starts pacing the floor (though he does 
this, too, when in deep thought). Or, 
if he doodles absently, it usually means 
he’s bored. 

“It's not what he says that lets you 
know he’s angry. It’s the look on that 
face of his,” an aide told PARADE. “All 
the President’s emotions are right on 
the surface. You can see them in his 
face as he changes moods.” 

Of course, Ike’s warm grin with the 
characteristic crinkling around his.eyes 
is more familiar around’ the White 
House than his frown. His laughter is 
heard more often than an outburst of 
temper. For, as Ike himself says, anger 
wastes too much energy.

Inevitably, “middle-generation” children ask: Ex- 
actly what do I owe my parents? Am I doing the right 
thing for them—or the wrong? ‘ 

PARADE took these questions to authorities—docto’ 
social scientists, family relations experts. Their 4° 
swers are more important now than ever before, if only 
because America now has a record number of peopl¢ 
65 and older (14,000,000), with more to come. 

What about money? Often you hear that yours 
people lack moral fiber because they do not suppo! 
their parents financially. Actually, many experts be 
lieve that financial support once was the primary

responsibility of grown children—but is no longer. 

Miss Ollie Randall, of the Community Service 
Society of New York, feels that the realities of living 
today prevent young people, in most cases, from 
bearing much of the financial burden. She points out 
that this function is being taken over by Social Secu- 
rity, Old Age Insurance and other benefit payments. 
Today’s young family is geared toward bringing up 
its children so they can be independent, leave home 
‘ later and seek the best opportunities, according to 
Dr. W. E. Moore of Princeton University. He adds 
that a young adult’s unwillingness to make serious 
financial sacrifices for his parents does not spell moral 
decay in our young people; actually, such sacrifices 
might jeopardize their responsibilities to themselves 
and their children. 

In other words, it isn’t that a young person doesn't 
want to help his parents financially. He is simply 
unable to. When more parents and children recognize 
this, there will be fewer frustrated children and fewer 
resentful parents. 

Clark Tibbitts, chairman of the Commitee on Aging 
and Geriatrics (U. S..Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare), points out: If it comes to a 
choice between maintaining the health of your parents 
or that of your children, your first responsibility is 
to your children. 

The Na. 1 job: But your biggest responsibility is to 
understand the needs of your parents and do things 
that enable them to meet those needs so they can live 
full, well-rounded lives past middle age, says Tibbitts. 

Certainly old people want and need affection, un- 
derstanding and respect. But most of them want to be 


self-sufficient and spend their days in a worthwhile _ 


manner, he points out. Anything you can do to help 
your parents to live their own lives, to “be them- 
selves,” is most important. 

If an aging parent wants to work, you will help 
him by encouraging him, inquiring about job possi- 
bilities and perhaps even sounding out a few personnel 
managers. If the parent is lonely, you can “point” him 
in the direction of people with similar interests or to 
social situations which might end the loneliness. 

Similarly, if the parent simply wants to grow flowers 
and vegetables in his garden, you should encourage 
him and take an interest in that activity. 

Tibbitts maintains that your attitudes determine 
whether you will help or hurt your parent. You must 
realize that most older people are capable of thinking 


clearly, learning, sharing in responsibilities and par- 
ticipating in a wide range of activities. It’s vital to 
encourage your parent to do something, anything, 
which he feels is worthwhile. 

“Overprotecting” parents by making them feel they 
are invalids to be nursed and coddied can actually 
cause them to be sick. The old saying, “you've earned 
your rest,” has done more harm than good, says 
Tibbitts. 

What if parents interfere? Most people have had 
some experience with the ruckus that can be caused 
by a grandmother who feels that her daughter-in-law 
does not know how to raise the children and says so. 

The best remedy, says Miss Randall, is to keep 
cool, use reason, listen to criticism—and accept it if it’s 
good. But, if you disagree, put your foot down and 
point out that you are going to raise the youngsters 
your way. In addition, try to convince your parent 
that “your way” is based on sound thinking. 


Use Your Judgment 


After all, many grandmothers these days are be- 
tween 40 and 50. They’re open to suggestion. You 
might suggest that grandmother read about, or other- 
wise bone up on, your method of raising youngsters. 

Seek information from parents, Miss Randall ad- 
vises, but indicate delicately that the advice may or 
may not be used—according to your own judgment. 

If a parent gets sick: There are two middle-genera- 
tion attitudes particularly destructive to the well-being 
of parents, says Dr. Maurice Linden, director, Division 
of Mental Health, Philadelphia Department of Health. 

First, when a parent complains of feeling ill, there 
are children who say or think: “Forget about it; you're 
always beefing.” Fortunately this attitude is infre- 
quent. Second, there is the child who is oversolicitous 
and overindulgent. This type magnifies his parent's 
complaint: he becomes terribly disturbed and thus 
helps make the parent sicker than he really is. Such 
concern normally arises from sincere, deep emotions 
—but,. unfortunately, it can do harm. 

Both these attitudes, says Dr. Linden,-should be re- 
placed by a reasonable, calm, casual assurance that 
proper medical attention will yield good results. For 
altogether too many children feel illnesses of the aged 
cannot be relieved. Thus they do not encourage their 
parents to seek early treatment—before a disorder 
becomes really serious. |

There’s a right way and a wrong way fo visit, 


write and give gifts to your mother and father 


When their last child leaves home, says 
Dr. Linden, some parents feel abandoned. 
This usually will not be a problem to the 
parent who is busy and continues to expand 
his interests. 

However, children can help any parent by 
not pitying him or hovering about before 
leaving home. Overindulgence only tends to 
plant the idea among parents that they are 
actually being abandoned. 

If you live together: A young couple in 
Washington, D.C., tell of the husband’s 75- 
year-old mother who lives with them and 
makes their lives miserable. What should they 
and others in the same boat do? 

Says Dr. Edward J. Stieglitz, Washington 
authority on the aged: “It is possible, but not 
probable, that married children and parents 
can live happily in the same home. 

“The psychological price paid for living 
together far exceeds the financial price of 
supporting two households. It would be pref- 
erable if parents could live in quarters adja- 
cent to, but not in, the children’s home.” 

Clark Tibbitts suggests that if it is abso- 
lutely necessary for parents and children to 
“double up,” they should try taking vaca- 
tions from each other periodically. The chil- 
dren might go to a resort while the parents 
go to an old-age home—or to another resort. 

In addition, middle-generation children 
might consider hiring “parent-sitters” now 
and again, who would stay with aged parents 
as baby-sitters do. This would give the chil- 
dren a chance to enjoy evenings out with their 
friends. Both methods are used successfully 
in England. 

How can you show your feelings? Nothing 
has greater emotional value than an actual 
visit to the home of your parent or of them 
to yours, says Dr. Wilma Donahue of the 
University of Michigan Institute for Human 
Adjustment. She advises: 


Visits—and Letters 
“Plan your visits carefully. Have some 
idea of what activities the older people will 
enjoy most. If you are a daughter, don't go 
home and start cleaning the house. Your 
mother will be insulted. Just good old- 


fashioned family visits can be very rewarding, 


especially if you have kept up on each other's 
interests.” 

If you live a few hundred miles from your 
parents, the best—and cheapest—way to keep 
abreast of their interests is to write letters, 
‘of course. Dr. Donahue suggests these gen- 
eral rules for letter-writing: 

Save your criticism until you see. your 
parents face to face. Keep on a positive note. 
An occasional expression of affection — as 
simple as “I wish you could have been with 
us last night "—gives parents a feeling of great 
security. 


Don't write once-a-week or once-a-month 
“duty” letters. Write when you have some- 
thing to say. Talk about the music Jessons 
for Johnnie or the new electric stove or im- 
provements planned for the house. Such 

news” letters give parents a feeling of par- 
ticipation in your lives. Through letters, let 
your parents share your friends. Describe 
“Dorothy and George.” If you like them, your 
parents probably will too. 

Don’t restrict gift-giving only to holidays 


like Christmas. Send simple gifts every so 


often, says Dr. Donahue—even when there 
is no special occasion. However, every fam- 
ily has special days in its history—days when 
something important happened. Remember 
them with a gift or a special letter. These re- 
call big things in the lives of your parents— 
just as you will have similar events in your 
own lives. 


A Community Duty 


Prof. Ernest Burgess, of the University 
of Chicago, stresses that successful relations 
of parents and middle-generation children 
seem to be based on “each living their own 
lives, but maintaining mutually satisfying 
contacts.” 

A final obligation: Tibbitts feels strongly 
that children owe it to all concerned to go 
out in-the community and plump for facili- 
ties—day center, recreational, hospital—for the 
aged. In his opinion, this is both a civic and 
a personal duty. 

He relates the story of a woman who called 
him recently, saying that her 79-year-old 
father who lived with her just sat in a rocker 
all day. He had nothing to do. 

“That woman should go out, find other 
people who have the same problem and form 
a club—to see that their aged parents have 
something to do,” Tibbetts says firmly. 

“Schools and churches,” he adds, “have a 
lot of ‘empty time.’ Why shouldn’t commu- 
nity organizations use those facilities as 
centers for the aging?” 

This, then, is what you owe your parents: 
understanding, support, respect and aware- 
ness Of what it takes to live well-rounded 
lives beyond the middle years. 

Of course, the obligation is not all one- 
sided. Parents owe themselves a lot, too. They 
need a purpose in old age more important 
than mere survival, says Dr. Stieglitz. And 
they need a personality mature enough to 
accept reality including inevitable handicaps. 

He adds that the experiences of the aging 
have taught them to accept unpleasant limita- 
tions, to roll with the punches of life. 

“The true tragedy of old age,” he declares, 
“is not being old, but being too young (im- 
mature) when old. We can help people to

adjourn, the Senate overlooked the measure. 

When the present Congress convened in 
January, the Michigan Democrat decided no 
last-minute scratnble would postpone his bill 
this time.

Your Son Can Save Baseball 


A top weapon against juvenile delinquency, a school for sportsmanship, 


boys’ leagues also may rescue our national pastime from a slow death 


by CARL LUNDQUIST ° 


This week marks the first “Let’s Play Base- 
ball Week,” a dream of Commissioner Ford 
C. Frick to revive flagging interest in the 
game. For organized baseball is in trouble; 
harried by TV, waning crowds and the slow 
death of the minor leagues, it must scramble 
to keep its place as the national pastime. 

But only the professional game is suffering. 
At a certain age level, baseball is more vigor- 
ous than ever. More than. 3,000,000 young- 
sters, from the age of 8 up, will frolic around 
ball parks this year. With their passionate 
love for the game, they are keeping it alive 
as a participant sport while it withers as a 
spectator sport. 

Not only are these youngsters playing base- 
ball; they're learning it as it should be played 
—on standardized diamonds, with up-to-date 
equipment and proper instruction. The old 
choose-up games have not died out—many 
boys, after an “official” game, still finish up 
playing catch in the back yard—but now, for 
the first time, there is an organized baseball 
program aimed at your boy. 

All he has to furnish is his glove; bats, 
balls, uniforms, protective equipment and 
playing space are provided. He is under the 
supervision of competent instructors, insured 
against accident, trained in the code of 
decency and fair play. On each level from 
knee-high to adult an organization of adults 
is working to extend its baseball program and 
the lessons it teaches. 


The program starts out with the Little 
Leagues, best known of the juvenile baseball 
groups. From a-start with three teams in 
Williamsport, Pa., in 1939, Little League 
baseball has grown until, at the end of 1954, 
500,000 boys were enrolled—not only in the 
U.S. but also in Canada, Alaska, Puerto 
Rico, Panama and Korea. 

in a Little League, your son is eligible for 
a baseball career at age 8. He plays on a cut- 
down diamond (roughly two-thirds standard 
size) and games last only six innings. 

Your son starts with a Little League “farm 
club,” where he learns the rules and funda- 
mentals of the ‘game under adult coaching. 
He ‘may proceed from there to a regular 
league team, then move into the elimination 


tournaments that wind up with the annual. 


Little League World Series, held each August 
in Williamsport. 

He graduates from the Little Leagues at 
12. For many years, that was the end of his 
career. There was no organized program for 
13-year-olds and up. Now he has a choice 
of two. 

Formed in 1952, in Trenton, N. J., the 
Babe Ruth Leagues for boys 13 to 15 have 
enjoyed phenomenal growth. In their first 
year there were 67 leagues. The following 
year the number tripled to 223; last year 
there were 449; and this season Director C. 
Vincent Williams expects close to 900, in- 
volving 50,000 boys. 


Also for 13- and 14-year-olds is the 
P-O-N-Y (Protect .Our Nation’s Youth) 
league, directed by Commissioner Lewis W. 
Hays of Washington, Pa. P-O-N-Y has 2,210 
teams in 463 leagues. It covers 35 states and 
five Canadian provinces, and, like the Little 
Leagues and Babe Ruth Leagues, has a play- 
ot Ceeaiae leading up to a World Series. 

The Program continues even after your 
boy hag passed the age for Babe Ruth ball. 
There is high-school baseball, directed by 
the National Federation of High School Ath- 
letic Associations. And, if his high school has 
no baseball team, there are three other organi- 
zations bidding for him. 

The best-known of these is American 
Legion Baseball, now directed by Lou Brissie, 
who had a brief major league career with 
the Philadelphia Athletics and Cleveland In- 
dians despite a leg that had been shattered 
by shrapnel. American Legion posts in every 
state sponsor teen-age teams under Brissie’s 
guidance. More than 250,000 boys of 16 and 
over participate in Legion leagues. 

Also in the field is the American Baseball 
Congress of Battle Creek, Mich. The ABC 
does not limit itself to work with teenagers; 
its domain includes sandlot ball for adults in 
industrial leagues and civic and park recre- 
ational groups, as well as baseball programs 
for rural youngsters. In 1954, according to 
Director C. O. Brown, 1,609 teams in 39 
States played under ABC guidance. 


The NRA Program 


The third organization with baseball pro- 
grams for this age group is the National 
Recreation Association. Its college-trained 
supervisors direct games in public parks and 
athletic fields. The group provides managers 
and coaches to be sure that the boys learn 
the game under the highest standards of 
sportsmanship. 

Finally your boy may get into the college 
baseball program, administered by Everett D. 
Barnes of Colgate University, representing 
the American Association of College Baseball 
Coaches. One of this group’s major head- 
aches has been to keep professional baseball 
scouts from luring college ballplayers away 
before they have graduated. 

Except for the Little Leagues, all these 
groups are coordinated by the National Com- 
mittee for Amateur Baseball, directed by the 
Babe Ruth Leagues’ Williams. 


supervisor of vocational activities at Sing Sing 
prison. “We get boys when it is too late for 
Little League or Babe Ruth baseball to help,” 
he says. “Then it's our job to try to maké 
good men out of bad boys. Because I work 
with boys on both sides of prison walls, | 
know what programs such as these can do 
to help cut down juvenile delinquency. 

“I don't think many parents realize that 
it costs them as taxpayers $1,500 a year for 
every boy who is sent to Sing Sing. So kid 
baseball is an investment and we can’t spend 
too much money and energy on it.” 

Today your son can be a ballplayer prac- 
tically from the cradle. Perhaps his years in 
the junior game will make a major leaguer 
out of him. Even if they don’t he will gradu- 
ate into the adult world with many valuable 
lessons learned; the ideals of democracy, of 
decency, of sportsmanship will have become 
second nature to him. He will have had a 
safety valve for those years when boyish en- 
ergy might have led him astray. 

Perhaps he will reach the major leagues 
in time to help save them from a slow, agoniz- 
ing death. In any case, your son, and millions 
of boys like him, are in a position to maintain 
and strengthen the Great American Game— 
and have a wonderful time doing it. a

SAN DIEGO, CALIF.

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DREAM HOUSE CONTINUED 


The Christensen house is more than a home. It’s part 


of the family — and it’s a family education, too 


a few days in the hot sun showed them 
they couldn’t do the clearing themselves. 
So they had to dip into their nest egg— 
$85—and hire a bulldozer for $60 to do 
the clearing. That was the only bit of pro- 
fessional help during the whole construc- 
tion project. 

With their own home-made plans 
(“Why spend $35 for blueprints?”) pen- 
ciled on a sheet of paper, the Christensens 


then set to work. Each morning the boys - 


would bounce out of bed, straighten up 
the house and, often, cook breakfast while 
their mother set out for work. Their father 
drove them to school, then went to the 
hilltop and put in a nine-hour day. He 
spent his evenings in his workshop, mak- 
ing accessories or preparing for the next 
day. 

After school and on week ends, the boys 
pitched in. They carried heavy stones to 
fill in the foundation forms (“The more

tion”), and when the adobe work began 
they lugged 30- and 50-pound adobe 
bricks. Ted was given the job of mixing 
the special cement used between the bricks, 
and Lonnie carried shingles. Both boys 
helped to lay water pipes and electric lines 
and to set up the septic system. 


The Family Moves in 


But it wasn’t forced work. “Whenever 
I felt they’d had enough, or when they 
wanted to play, they could take off,” 
Christensen says. “They're only boys once, 
and we want them to have fun, too.” 

Building with adobe is hot, dusty, 
wearying work, but gradually the house 
began to take shape. Last April, nearly 
two years after they started, the Christen- 
sens were able to move in. Only the west 
wing was complete. Its dining room be- 
came an “acting bedroom,” as the Chris- 


tensens call it, and so did the den. The 
kitchen was complete, down to garbage- 
disposal unit and dishwasher, and so was 
the bath. It was cramped, but it was theirs. 

Next target was the living room—“the 
crossbar of the H,” as Nels explains the 
house’s layout. All summer and fall, he 
and his young helpers laid adobe brick 
and shingled the roof. Using bricks from 
a 100-year-old house nearby that had 
burned, he built a huge fireplace in one 
end of the 17-by-24 room. 

Christmas was coming, and Christensen 
was determined they would have. their 
tree and celebration in the living room. 
That meant working nearly 24 hours a day 
to lay the quarry-tile floor. Helped by the 
boys and a sailor friend, he finished on 
Christmas Eve, and brought in the tree; 
then the whole family settled down to a 
double celebration. “I just couldn't believe 
we had gone so far,” says Mrs. Christen- 
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knacks are from Nels’ travel with Navy. Bookshelves and cabinets 
at right (including hinges) are products of his home workshop. 
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sen. Her parents came down from Los 
Angeles, and friends dropped in. They sat 
around the new living room and drank 
eggnog and talked—mostly about how long 
it would take to finish the house. 

Christensen’s guess is One more year. 
He already is hard at work on the east 
wing, and when that is complete the “act- 
ing bedroom” will revert to a dining room 
and the family will sleep in the new two- 
bedroom, 1%2-bath wing. By that time, he 
figures, the family will have invested near- 
ly $10,000 in the house. 

Money has been a problem to the 
Christensens ever since hiring the bull- 
dozer knocked their grubstake down to 
$25. Muriel’s income never has come to 
much more than $35 a week. Nels draws 
a Navy pension of $120 a month, and this 
money has been a big help. Once, when 
they were pressed; they~had to sell five 
acres Of their treasured land for $8,000. 
Sometimes, Mrs. Christensen picks up an 
odd job (recently, for instance, she spent a 
week end hand-addressing 4,500 envelopes 
for $80) and occasionally her husband 
lakes a Car-repasr job. But currently their 
bank account is down to $700, in spite of 
careful economies.

In spite of their money problems, the 
Christensens have refused to compromise 
on any of their dreams. Mrs. Christensen 
wanted a fully equipped modern kitchen; 
she has it now, complete with every labor- 
saving gadget imaginable. Each of the two 
half-baths has a shower stall; the full bath 
wilt have -a square, green, sunken bathtub 


—another of Muriel’s dreams. The rooms 
are built to fit the family’s specifications 
and there has been no cutting of corners. 

One money-saving system has been 
Christensen’s knack of building almost 
anything himself. The kitchen cabinets, the 
built-in storage space in the living room 
are~all “hts handiwork. Even the door 


hinges are the product of a small home 
forge in the workshop. “I think my hus- 
band is just a genius,” says his wife. 

The boys are as proud of the place as 
are their parents. When they bring friends 
home from school, they take them through 
the whole house, pointing out bricks they 


helped to carry or wiring they did. “It’s - 


been real hard work,” says Ted, “but it’s 
been fun. I'd rather play a little more, 
work on my short-wave crystal set or 
something, but I want a house, too, just 
like Mummy and Daddy do, so I know 
that means I have to work.” 

Eight-year-old Lonnie adds, “I wouldn't 
want to work ail the time, but I like to 
learn how to do things. None of the other 
kids know how to build a house.” 

The’ Christensens are proud of their 
dream house, but they’re even more proud 


of what it’s done for their boys. “We've ja ©

Formal Invitations 


Social rules have been greatly relaxed and 
many have been changed to make things 
easier for us in the past decade or so. The 
etiquette of formal invitations and re- 
sponses to them, however, remains fairly 
rigid. Here are some recent questions on 
the subject from PARADE readers. 

a 

Q. What do the initials “8.S.V.P." stand 
for? My uncle says the phrase meons to 
respond to the invitation by attending. | 
think it means “Respond if you please,” 
meaning to respond by telling the sender 
of the invitation whether or not you are 
attending.—M.5S., St. Albans, N. Y. 


A. You are right. The initials stand for 
the French phrase which means “Respond 


if you please”—and, socially, means “An- 
swer one way or the other.” Occasionally 
on formal invitations you see the English 
phrase, “The favour (note spelling of 
‘favour’—the English style is always used 
in ‘favour,’ ‘honour,’ etc., in formal invi- 
tations) of a reply is requested.” 


Q. | am having a very small, informal wed- 
ding with a small home reception. Is it 
proper to send engraved invitations to the 
wedding or should | just send announce- 
ments, engraved, afferward?—B.A.T., Edge- 
water Park, N. J. 


A. It is usual for such a small, informal 
wedding to invite the guests by word of 
mouth, by notes or by telephone. How- 


ever, engraved announcements may go out 
to a very wide list of friends if you choose. 


Q. My mother has been married twice and 
| have been making my home with my 
mother ond my stepfather. How should my 
wedding invitations be worded? —A.C.C., 
New York, N. Y. | 


A. They should read: 

Mr. and Mrs. John Smith | 
request the honour of your presence 
at the marriage of her daughter 
Anne Brown 
The line may also read, “at the marriage 

of Mrs. Smith’s daughter.” 


Q. My brother-in-law is to be married very 


soon. He was our best man not very long 
ago. However, he didn’t ask my husband 
te be his best man and we are very hurt. 
Shouvidn’t he have done so?—B8.C., Elm- 
wood Park, Ill. 


A. Not necessarily. Your best man has the 
right to choose anyone he wishes to be his 
best man. 


Q. When a noncommissioned officer mar- 
ries, how does his name appear on a for- 
mal wedding invitation?—M.R.R., St. Louis, 
Mo. 


A. This is optional. Usually noncommis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men prefer to 
use only their names, with the branch of 
service immediately below: 

Wilson Ford (Note, not “Mr.”) 
United States Marine Corps 
However, a staff sergeant would be listed 

in this way: | 
Wilson Ford 
Staff Sergeant United States Marine 
Corps (no comma)

Eye-Saver—Giant Size 


Mighty magnet draws out metal fragments buried deep 


in the eye as a result of industrial, home accidents | 


CHICAGO. 
The gadget above is powerful enough to 
snap a set of keys right out of your hand 
at four feet. But doctors have a more 
important use for it—removal of the deeply 


embedded (and luckily very rare) specks ~ 


of metal and dirt that get in your eyes 
and cannot be removed in any other way 
without risk of permanent damage. At 
Michael Reese Hospital here, doctors call 
on their “giant eye magnet” (about two 
dozen U. S. hospitals have them) when 
all other measures fail. 


The big drum in the photo contains an 
electromagnet. The slim barrel, pointing 
toward the eye, ts the “probe tip.” When 
a piece of metal, for instance, is lodged 
deep in the patient's eye, he is put under 
local anesthesia. A surgeon makes an in- 
cision along the exact pathway by which 
the fragment entered. Then the probe tip 
is placed against the eye and the magnet 
turned on. 

The fragment comes out the way it 
went in. Result: no further damage to.the 
eye and no impairment of vision. me

A DAY WITH 


CADAQUES, SPAIN.
